ROAD TO LIGHT SUBWAYS. 


Appropriation Bill Special Order for 


Next Monday. 


TOTAL TAX LEVY IS $14,240,355. 


After a lively debate and considerable fili- 
bustering the Council passed the Chicago and 
Northwestern track elevation ordinance last 
evening On a vote of 58 yeas and 2 nays. Those 
voting in the negative were Ald. O’Connor of 
the Seventeenth Ward, who gave as his ex- 
cuse for so doing that the ordinance was rushed 
through, and Ald. Brennan of the Eighteenth 
Ward, who said he had property that would 
be damaged for the reason that Albany ave- 
nue was not open. The absentees were Cooke, 
Keats, Peck, Carey, Merchant, Kerr, Mann, 
and Larson. Ald. Ryan, who had been called 
to the Chair by Mayor Hopkins, who left the 
Council Chamber early in the evening, was at 
the helm. 

The ordinance was called up by Ald. Stan- 
wood. A motion to adjourn was immediately 
made. The sentiment at first seemed so 
strongly in favor of an adjournment that Ald. 
Stanwood asked to have the ordinancs made 
aspecial order for next Monday evening. 
There were cries of no and the Thirteenth 
Ward Aldermarz withdrew the motion. Ald. 
Madden got the floor in the midst of the con- 
fusion and in the course of his remarks said: 

„J was with the committee when it visited. 
the territory adjacent to these tracks and 
found that the people north of the railroad 
are isolated from the rest of the city. There 
are few streets opened across the tracks. The 


elevation of the tracks would be a great im- 


provement to the people of the neighborhood, 
as well as the city, and I have found 
that every  property-owner and resi- 
dent wae anxious for prompt and 
favorable action by this Council. Every man, 
woman, and child I saw urged me to vote for 
this ordinance and were I to refuse to do so 


tonight I would feel I was doing an injustice

to the people of the neignborhood as well as 
the municipality. Track elevation has come 
and it has come to stay. There ought to be 
no question as to where this Council stands. 
The ordinance may have some imperfections, 
but the committee has done the best it could 
and it is unfair to the people of the city not 
to take it up, amend it wherever necessary, 
and pass it.

After several other speeches Chairman 
Ryan ordered a roll-cail and a loud protest 
went up from the opposition. Ald. Gallagher, 
Ald. OConhor, Ald. Gosselin, and others pro- 
tested, and the clerk was ordered to read the 
ordinance. Ald. Knowles, who had made a 
speech in effect that the city was not suffi- 
siently protected by the ordinance, submitted 
an amendment that a subway should be 
opened at Albany avenue. This was tabled 
by a vote of 41 yeas to 20 nays, as follows;

The report in a few instances increases the 
appropriations over the amounts estimated 
by the department heads and the Controller, 
and in others appropriations are cut down, It 
gave only totals, Ald, Madden saying the de- 
tailed appropriations had not been prepared 
for submission to the Council. :

| Not Many Chances Made. 

Not as many radical changes were made in 
appropriations and estimates as were expect- 
ed by the most of the Aldermen. In the esti- 
mates for the maintenance of the city ceme- 
tery, the cost of collecting the city tax, the 
maintenance of the City Clerk’s office, 
police courts, and pounds, and the ex- 
pense of printing and stationery no changes 
‘were made. The estimate for the contingent 
fund was cut down $4,080. A wide differ- 
ence was made in the estimate for the judg- 
ment account. The Controller submitted, 
as his estimate, $300,000, while the Finance 
committee reduced this $100,000. This was 
because the Controller had not allowed for 
the satisfaction of many judgments already 
provided for. 

Supt. Brennan estimated the appropriation 
necessary for the Police Department at 
$3,198.345, and this was increased by the 
Controller to $3,395.000. A slight increase 
over this was made by the Finance commit- 
tee, its appropriation being $3,396,515. It 
was deemed advisable not to reduce the appro- 
priation for the Police Department below the 
amount provided tor 1894. 

In 1804 the total for salaries, after the 10 
per cent deduction was made. was $214,060. 
This year the Coatroller estimated salaries at 
$245,000, but the Finance committee cut this 
down to $210,960. The reduction in the 
clerical forces in some of the departments 
made this possible, Increase in the work of 
sewer construction led the committee to add 
$6,653 to the amount estimated by the Cun- 
troller for sewerage,and this year’s appropria- 
tion stands at $206,653. 

The total estimate of the Finance commit- 
tee was $18,212,421. Less $3,972,066, 
which represents the income from miscella- 
neous sources, the total tax levy for 1895 is 
$14,240,355. The total appropriation as 

submitted by the Finance committee is $768,- 
439 in ones the estimate of the Controller 
tes sub- 


mitted by the heads of departments. 
IIltnois Central Gets an Ordinance. 
Ald. Howell called up the report of the 
Committee on Streets and Alleys South grant- 
ing to the South Chicago Street railroad com- 
pany the right to change its tracks to enable 
the company to construct high platforms be- 
tween tham at the stations that are now or 
may be hereafter constructed. The road is a 
branch of the Illinois Central. Ald. O'Neill 
explained that this was for the accommoda- 
tion of the public in order that the company 
could furnish quick transportation to the city. 
The ordinance passed by a vote of 60 to 1. 
Ald. Conway called up the ordinance of the 
Norwood Construction and Electric company. 
This ordinance gives the right to the Nor- 
wood Construction and Electric company to 
construct plants and maintain, operate, lease, 
and sell light, power, and heat, and the use of 
a system of combined street curb and con- 
duits for the accommodation of electric 
wires. Ald. Kent attacked the ordinance. 
He made a motion that it be placed on tile, 
and this was carried by a vote of 40 to 19. 
There was quite a lively fight when Ald. 
Howell called up for passage an ordinance 
authorizing the South Chicago City railway 
company to construct and operate a street 
railway on Seventieth street. Addison avenue,

| MINE EXPLOSION KILLS FIVE MEN. 


Others Are Sertously Injured and Their 
Lives Are Desepaired Of. 
Asuranp, Pu., Feb. 18.—An explosion of 
gas, which will probably result in the death of 
at least eleven miners, occurred at half-past 
10 o’clock this morning in the West Bearridge 
mine at Mahanoy Plane. Five men have been 
taken out dead and someso badly injured that 
their lives are despaired of. The dead are: 
DURKIN, THOMAS, aged 35, of Giradville, leav- 


ing a widow. 

GRENBAC, PETER, aged 40, St. Clair, widow 
and four children. 

KLINE, PETER, aged 40 years, of North Ash- 
land, leaves wife and six children. 

PITTS, JOSEPH, aged 20, of Giradville, unmar- 


ried. 

REED, BERNARD, aged 40, Mahanoy Plane 
widow and five children.

Besides these several other miners were 
badly burned. 

A gang of men were engaged in driving an 
air course when they broke through into a 
breast containing a large volume of gas.

Some of the dead men 
were burned almost beyond recognition. The

OAN'T KEEP FLANNIGAN LOOKED UP. 


Has Too 


Police Officers Say a Bad Man 
Much Influence. 


James Flannigan, a notorious crook, who, 
according to the police, has served twenty- 
five terms in the bridewell for nearly every 
crime in the criminal code, yesterday gave an 
exhibition of his pull with some one in 
the law department, He was fined $20 by 
Justice Dooley in thé morning. Half an hour 
later a telephone message reached the Max- 
well Street Stati ordering tne suspension of 
the fine. Capt. Barcall went to the telephone 
and requested the man at the other end of the 
wire to let the fine stand as Flannigan was a 
bad man and should be sent to the bride- 


well, Suspend the fine,” came back 
over the wire, and Capt. Barcall 
hung up the reeeiver greatly agitated. 


Flannigan, whom the police hoped to send to 
the bridewell, walked out of, the station a free 
man. Friday Flannigan entered the 
saloon of Fred No. 567 South Mor- 
gan street, and tried to hold up the proprie- 
tor. heffler overpowered Flannigan and 
turned him over to the police. He was booked 
on three charges—disorderly conduct, using 
profane language, and attempted robbery. 
After numerous continuances Fiannigan was 
brought to trial yesterday morning. His 
attorney asked Justice Dooley to put Flanni- 
gan under peace bonds, but Justice Dooley 
thought best to send him to the bridewell on a 
$20 fine. Within thirty minutes Flannigan’s 
influential friends had arranged for his re- 
lease.

MINING STOCK GAMBLERS NABBED. 


Six of Them Locked Up at St., Louis After 
a Raid. ö 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 18.— [Special. IA 
patrol wagon full of policemen swooped 
down on the Washington Mining Stock Ex- 
change about noon and drove away fifteen 
minutes later with six prisoners, a bag of 
money, and a big bundie of contracts. The 
Washington Mining Stock Exchange is one of 
those places where they have a tape 
which is all marked with quotations the 
night before, is rolled up in a ball, and read 
from during the day. while a man chalks the 
figures on a blackboard. A crowd of gam- 
blers stand around and buy and sell just as if 
it were a real market they were dealing in, 
and they get skinned in just the same way. 
When the prisoners were led forth and bun- 
died into the wagon the crowd that had as- 
sembled yelled in derisive delight. The pris- 
oners, who were locked up, gave the names of 
E. H. Stear, who is the manager, Solomon 
Stern, John Reed, Frank Salisbury, Richard 
Clark, and John E. Capron.

JASON ROGERS DYING, 


PROMINENT POLITIOIAN OF DECATUR 
SAID TO BE NEAR HIS END,

He Is in Wesley Hospital and Physicians 


End His Lite- Mr. Rogers Came to Chi- 

cago to Consult Specialists Regarding 

Kidney Troubles, bat Was Attacked

Jason Rogers of Decatur, III., ex-State Sen- 
atorand prominent Republican politician, 
lies at the point of death, suffering from 
bronchial pneumonia, at the Wesley Hospital, 
Twenty-fifth and Dearborn streets. He came 
to Chicago Feb. 8 to consult Dr. I. M. Dan- 
forth for bis chronic malady, Bright's disease 
of the kidneys, and staid at the Saratoga Ho- 
tel at first. While in the city he caught a bad 
cold, which rapidly developed into pneumo- 
nia, and he entered the Wesley Hospital 
Monday, Feb. 11. His condition became 
critical, and his son-in-law, Henry D. Spencer 
of Bloomington, was telegrapised for and ar- 
rived Saturday. All hope was théu given over 
and Mrs. H. D. Spencer was also sent for. 
She arrived yosterday morning. Mr. Rogers’ 
ether daughter, Miss Jeunie Rogers, is also in 
the city, having accompanied her father on 
his journey here. | 

Mr. Rogers served two terms in the State 
Senate, and during Gov. Oglesby’s term of 
office was appointed Railroad and Watehouse 
Commissioner. He was a merchant at Deca- 
tur, but had retired both from business and 
politics. He was originally of strong consti- 
tution, bit much weakened by «idney trouble 
and therefore was unable to resist the attack 
of pneumonia. 

Decatur, III., Feb. 18. —[Special. ]—The 
alarming illness of Jason Rogers has occa- 
sioned the deepest and most widespread so- 
licitude in Decatur since Saturday, when it 
became known to a few and then to many that 
his condition was critical. Today it was cur- 
rently reported on the streets that Mr. Rogers 
had died suddenly in Chicago, Mrs. Rogers 
is alone at her home, unable to go to her hus- 
band because she is just recovering from a 
severe attack of the grip. Today she received 
two messages concerning the condition of her 
Hus band, and both gave her the deepest dis- 
tress.

The result is not known lere. Today Mrs.

Up to 10:15. tonight 
Mrs. Rogers had not received any word from 
Chicago.

Mr. Rogers is a native of Indiana, He was 
born near Worthington and came to Decatur 
in 1858. He lived there but a shart time, 
going to Moultrie County, where he engaged 
in farming, and, during the war, made an en- 
rollment of the male population for the gov- 
ernment for draft purposes. This work made 
him unpopular among the Democrats, who 
threatened him with violence, dut he 
stood his ground and fought it out. He 
next went to Bement, in Piatt County, where 
he became a merchant, removing thence to 
Maroa, Macon County, where he established a 
large clothing and dry goods house, which he 
conducted for many years and prospered. He 
was elected a member of the Board of Super- 
visors, and after locating in Decatur was 
elected a member of the Legislature in the 
Thirty-second General Assembly, serving as 
State Senator in the Thirty-third and Thirty- 
fourth General Assemblies. He was subse- 
quently appointed a member of the [Illinois 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission by Gov. 
Oglesby and retired when Fifer became Gov- 
ernor. Mr. Rogers is 61 years of age, and is 
the owner of 1,200 acres of land besides pos- 
sessing valuable lots in Chicago. His wealth 
is placed at nearly $200,000,

Ohioan Criticises the Contract. 

Wasntworox, D. G., Feb. 18.—The Senate 
was u center of interest today as a result of 
the warm discussion of the financial question 
and the personal criticisms of the President 
Saturday. 

Mr. Stewart (Pop., Nev.) was the first to 
continue the criticisms of the bond contract. 
His resolution was called up declaring that 
the government had no legal authority to buy 
gold coin in preference to silver coin for any 
cause whatever. 

Mr. Gray (Dem., Del. )], who is recognized 
as close to the officials of the administration, 
expressed surprise that the Senators from 
Massachusetts (Lodge) and Colorado (Wol- 
cott) had so far gone out of their way to in- 
dulge in a violent assault upon the Executive. 
The President had performed a duty incum- 
bent on him by law. That law was such that 
any evasion of it would have been a plain der- 
eliction of duty. Congress had made this 
law. It made it necessary to maintain the 
parity between the metals by redeeming in 
either. No sooner had Congress assembled 
than the President applied to Congress con- 
cerning the financial conditions. A bill was 
—— on the lines suggested in that message 
and the House saw fit to reject it. Again tne 
President applied to Congress, Mr. Gray 
read from the President’s message urging 
patriotic and unpatriotic action to meet the 
emergency. : 

„Does the Senator think,“ interjected Mr. 
Stewart, that the President has reéstablished 
confidence in affairs =! hiring the assistance 
of a.foreign syndicate“ 

Mr. Gray said he would fully consider that 
point later. Proceeding with the President's 
message the Senator read the specific state- 
ment that the law did not provide for bonds 
payable in gold. At that time Mr. Lodge had 
not complained of the conditions clearly set 
forth by the President. but had waited until 
now to present a scathing denunciation. 


No Support Given the President. 


‘“‘Having thus applied to Congress,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Gray, having thus presented the 
situation to both branches of Congress—in 
appeals almost pathetic in their earnestness— 
the President was left alone to struggle with 
the condition and meet it. The Senator told 
of the tremendous drains of gold from the 
Treasury, running up to $7,000,000 in one 
week shortiy before this contract was made. 
From Dec. 1 last up to the time of thie con- 
tract $17,000,000 was withdrawn, and of 
this only half was exported, showing the other 
half was hoarded at home. 

“Has the Senator lust sight of the fact, 
asked Mr. Wolcott, “that the. Secretary of 
the Treasury has reported to us that he has 
used aha at of that gold for current 

nses 
his did not divert Mr. Gray frem his line 
of argument as to the gold withdrawals for 
export and for hoarding at home. 

**Right here I want to ask,“ said Mr, Pef- 
fer, is there any law which compels the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to pay demand notes 
in gold instead of in silver?“ 

have not said there was any such law,“ 
replied Mr. Gray. I know of no such law. 
But the obligation to maintain the parity be- 
tween the metals makes it absolutely incum- 
bent to treat these metals equally.”’ 

Mr. Hill rose at this point to say the ques- 
tion of Mr. Wolcott should not go unanswerd. 
The Secretary of the Treasury had nor re- 
ported to the Senate, said Mr. Hill, that he 
had used $105,000,000 of the gold for cur- 
rent expenses. 

Mr, Teller wanted to read the Secretary’s 
report,.but Mr. Gray would not yield. 

And this drain of gold continued.“ re- 
sumed Mr. Gray, until the Subtreasurer at 


‘New York reported that he could not hold out 


another day. Then came the great question: 
Was the country gomgto a silver basis be- 
tween sundown and sunup, or was it to secure 
the gold absolutely necessary to maintain tlie 
parity and exchange ability between the two 
metais? What would you have said if 
the President had not met that emergency 
and performed his duty? Would we have 
‘heard such animadversions, such as those of 
Saturday, for not rescuing the country from 
the grave crisis then presented? Action was 
imperative, and quick action. It. was to be 
donein twenty-four hours. What time was 
‘there to advertise for bids for gold? Mr, 
Gray forcibly urged the gravity of the condi- 
tion which compelled speedy action and an 
appeal to those who had the gold. 
As to Hearding of Gold. 


Mr. Woleott here came forward with an- 
other question. Does the Senator kuow of 
any one other than Russell Sage who has 
hoarded gold? he asked. 

I do not.“ said Mr. Gray. But Ido not 


know Russell Sage or any of his kind, and it 


‘wouid be no pleasure if I did.“ Mr. Gray 
then urged the support of the Hill resolution 
for baying in the best money iu use. 

‘Replying to a query by Mr. Stewart, Mr. 
Gray deciared that if we accepted the conten- 
tions ot the Nevada Senator the United States 
would write in its bonds, These bonds paya- 
ble in silver, if silver is at a discount.“ 

Mr. Hoar (Rep., Mass.) asked if it was de- 
cent that the contract had been go made as to 
bring into question the good faith of the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Gray vigorously resented the use of the 
word decent as a part of this line of at- 
tack on the President. 

Mr. Hoar modified the query so as to ask 
whether it was reasonable that this course 
shall be taken. 

Mr. Gray declared the real attacks on the 
credit of the country were not from the Pres- 
ident, but from Senators who -prociaimed 
their criticisms to the world. Mr. Gray 
closed with much vigor. We have been 
dumb during this grave emergency,” said he. 
„We have leit the Fresident to fight this bat- 
tle alone for the credit and honor of the 
United States. And,” said he, the people of 
this country will not forget that the American 
Congress deserted the President in the hour 
of trial. : 

Sherman for Honest Money, ‘ 

Mr. Sherman (Rep., O.) took up the thread 
of the financial debate, being accorded the 
closest attention. The real question, said 
Mr. Sherman, “is: Shall this government 
pay its obligations in gold or in some other 
coin? I wisn to point out that in every act, 
every loan, every sale of bonds since 1869 
this government has demanded gold. And 
now are we to refuse to pay these obligations 
in the same coin we received for them? If 
this question is fairly presented and under- 
stood by the people no honest man will say 
we should pay in any coin other than that we 
received. 

Mr. Sherman read the law of 1869 solemn- 
ly pledging the faith of the government to 
pay in coin. What coin, he asked, was exist- 
mg at that time, and what coin was meant by 
the lawmakers? It was gold, which at that 
time was the only standard coin. Silver was 
not then a standard coin. Gold was the only 


f possible coin in contemplation at that

time. 

Mr. Sherman took up the 4% bonds issued 
by Secretary of the Treasury Morrill, and 
read the lunguage 4 the 3 rom 
them were to be ‘' paid in gold.“ The same 
provision was made as to the bonds issued by 
him (Sherman) while Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. To say that such bonds, for which gold 
was received, should not be paid in gold was 
not honest.

Mr. Sherman closed by saying he had not 
intended any persona! criticism of the Presi- 
dent or of the Secretary of the Treasury.

MUCH SECRECY REGARDING THE LOAN. 


Reports That Gold Is. Being Improperly 
Taken from Bank Reserves. 

New York, Feb. 18.—[Special. |—The Treaz- 
ury Department just now ig domg some lively 
work suppressing news concerning the new 
loan. It is one of the hardest of tasks even 
to get the facts of the progress of the loan. 
It would seem that the relation of client and 
couneel still exist between Mr. Cleveland and 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, and that the former 
had received sharp instructions from the lat- 
ter to see to it that the bond deal was put 
through without publicity. It is reported the 
syndicate has turned in as subscriptions to 
the loan many miliions of gold now resting 
quietly in New York banks, The chief finan- 
cial officer of the government in New York 
knows nothing of these deposits and the De- 
partment is keeping mum about them. 

If these special allotments of gold, set 
apart from the other assets of the banks, are 
still carried on the general cash accounts of 
the banks, these sums not being available for 
the protection of all depositors alike, the 
standing ot these national banks ig imperiled 
to that extent. There were deposits of 
$1,881,371 credited up today to the bond 
account for the syrdicate. No news was 
given out as to who paid in the cash. It was 
simply syndicate gold, and that’s all. The 
total is now about $23,000,000 of Amer- 
ivan gold. But London and the continent are 
to furnish half of the gold, and already cables 
from the other side teil of the haste that Lon- 
don is in to take the bonds. There was a re- 
port today that the plan was to take the for- 
eign hulf of the loan, or $30,000,000, place 
the bonds in escrow, and issue gold debent- 
ures against them at 3 per cent, pace upon 
their face the guarantee of the house o ee:

FIRE INSURANCE PREMIUMS EXEMPT. 


Ordinary Repairs Can Also Be Deducted 
on Incomé Tax Bianks. 

Wasutnoetor, D. C., Feb. 18.—The Senate 
and House conferrees on the bill extending the 
time for making income tax returns today 
reached an agreement on the amendments 
made to the bill in the Senate. The first 
amendment was accepted by the House with 
a mudification making it read as follows: 
“In computing incomes under said act the 
amounts necessarily paid for fire insurance 
premiums and for ordinary repairs shall be 
deducted.’’ The second amendment providing 
against double payment of amounts re- 
ceived as dividends of corporations and 
exempting euch dividends even in cases where 
the tax may not bave been paid by the corpo- 
ration was agreed to with some verbal amend- 
ments. The Senate conferrees receded from 
the third amendmest exempting taxpayers 
from answering any “inquiries not specifically 
provided for iu the act and it wus stricken 
ou® Senators Vest, White, and Allen repre- 
sented the Senate in the conference, and Rep- 
resentatives McMillin, Montgomery, and Hop- 
kins the House. 


PLEASING TIDINGS FOR LABOR PEOPLE. 
The President Sicns the Bill Relative to 
Shipping Com missianers. 
Wasuinetos, D. C., Feb. 18.—The Presi- 
dent has signed the act to amend the act of 
Aug. 19, 1890, relative to Shipping Commis- 
sioners. The ‘abor organizations throughout 
the country have interested themselves in this 
act, which relieves seamen from most oner- 
ous restrictions, and the President has been 
fairly deluged with telegrams and letters and 
petitions urging bim to sign the bill.

Likelthood That Another Brigadler-Gen- 
era! Will Not Be Appointed. 

Wasnrveton, D. C., Feb. 18 —The bolief is 
growing that the President has dacided to refrain 
from filling the vacancy caused in the list of 
Brigadier-Generals by the promotion of Gan. 
Schofield to be Lieutenant-General and Gen. Ru- 
ger to be Major-Gsneral.

Schotisld’s retire- 
ment next September. should the President ro- 
tram from filaumg the present vacancy, matters 
wili return to he old order and the number of 
officers will remain as it is. 

For the Tennessee Exposition. 

The House Committee on Appropriations to- 
day voted favorably to report Kepresenative 
Washburn’s bill for a Government exhibit at the 
Tennessee Centennial Exposition to be held at 
Nashville in 1896. The sam of $125,000 is 
recommended. of which $80,000 will be expend- 
ed for a buiiding.

Senner May Not Be Confirmed, 

The friends of Dr. Joseph H. Senner, who has 
been nominated for Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion at New York, are oming somewhat un- 
easy over the prospects of his coufirmation.

The Committees Votes $200,000 to Be Im- 
mediately Available for a Temporary 
Postoffice and Decides on $400,000 for 
Commencement of the Regular Baild- 
ing—Arrangements Are Mxde for Re- 
moval of the Temporary Structure and 
Also for Perfecting Flons. 


Wasntxorox, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special. ]— 
Postmaster Hesing put in today at the Treas. 
ury and Postoffice Department on business 
connected with the proposed public building 
at Chicago, and before he concluded his labors 
he felt well repaid, In the course of conver- 
sation with Secretary Carlisle and other offi- 
cials at the Treasury Department it was de- 
veloped that there would be no necessity for 
Chicago’s business people to wait for their 
money, inasmuch as the amendment to 
the sundry civil appropriation provides 
that the $400,000 for the commencement 
and continuation of the new public building 
shall be immediately available. In the case 
of the proposed temporary structure another 
obstacle which has caused considerable un- 
easiness was quickly overcome. An impres- 
sion prevailed that if the Lake-Front was 
given for occupation by a temporary struct- 
ure that this might become a permanent 
fixture. All doubt on this point was made 
clear, however, by reference to the proposed 
statute which declares said temporay build- 
ing shail be remoted by the government 
when the new building is completed and ready 
for use.“ 

A disposition was Manifested by those who 
have charge of this building to push matters 
as rapidly as possible and no delay will be 
tolerated that can be avoided. With a view 
to facilitatmg matters in every way. a confer- 
ence will be heid at the Treasury Department 
tomorrow forenoon between Secretary Car- 
lisle, Assistant Secretaries Curtis and Hamlin, 
Mr. Kemper of the Supervising Architect's 
Office, and Chicago’s Postmaster.

The committee today made the following 
provisions for the Chicago Postoffice: * To 
provide accommodations for the governirent 
officials in Chicago during the erection of the 
. — new building, the Secretary of the 

reasury is authorized to accept for use tem- 
porarily any site offered free of cost and rent, 
and to erect a temporary building. The sum 
of $200,000 is hereby appropriated to be im- 
mediately available, of which $27,000, or so 
much thereof as may ba necessary. may be used 
for the rental of building for one year. Said 
temporary buildimg shail be removed by the 
government when the new building is com- 
pleted and ready for use. Four hundred 
thousand dollars ate appropriated for the 
commencement and continuation of the build- 
ing.

The following telegram sent Feb. 14 by 
Postmaster Hesmg had salutary effects: 

The Hon. C. 8. Hamlin, Acti Secretary, 
Treasury Department, Washington. D. C.: There 
is net in the City of Chicago a building suitable 
for Our purpose. Have canvassed the entire city 
and nowhere at any price can any build. be 
obtained that can possibly, under any considera- 
tion or condition, answer for postoffice use. 
There are only three buidings possibly availa- 
bie—the Walker Building, containi 147,000 
square feet, sfx stories high, for which annual 
rental of $52,000 is demanded; Tattersall's, 
containing 64,000 ‘square feet. at an annual 
rental of $15,000 (this building is one 
mile removed from the business en- 
ter and would set do); the two Bat- 
teries on the 1 containing altogether 
54,000 square feet. which belong to two militar 
organizations, who would not rent them. In ad- 
diuon there is a move on foot to tear them down. 
As we need 150,000 square feet of working space, 
exciusive of corridors, lobbies, and vaults, you 
can readily see that no buildi in Chicago is 
available, nor can any building made availa- 
ble. There is only one thing to do, for Congress 
to appropriate a sum in the neighborhood of 
$150,000 for the erection of a temporary build- 
ing about 500 feet long by 250 feet wide on 
north end of Lake-Front. Permission for the 
use of this ground was granted by the Council 
last Monday night. and the ordinance has already 
been signed by we Mayor, and the rentis free. This 
would give the Postoflice the best possible facili- 
ties—in fact, better than ever had or even will 
be had in the new buiiting.

Faile to Get a Two-Thirds VoteeRevenue

Mr. Lynch (Dem., Wis.), from the Commit- 
tee on Indian Affairs, was then recognized to 
move the passage of a bill to authorize the 
construction of certain dams across the St. 
Louis and Cloquet Rivers in Minnesota. The 
purpose of the bill was to permit the Alta- 
monte Water company to erect dams across 
these rivers to furnish power to Duluth and 
other places, and for that purpose to overflow, 
condemn, and pay for lands overflowu on the 
Fond du Lav Indian Reservation. Mr. Bald- 
win declared the real opposition to the bill 
was the lumbering interests of Minnesota.

INCREASING ADMIRAL MEADE’S FLEET. 


Cruisers Minneapolis and Columbia Soon 
to Be Under His Command. 

Wasuinetros, D. C., Feb. 18.—Admiral 
Meade is soon to receive a cousiderable ac- 
cession to his fleet. “The twin-screw cruiser 
Minneapolis has finished coaling at New 
York, and as soon as she can take aboard her 
torpedoes at Newport she will head south- 
ward and join the Admirai’s fleet, probably at 
Kingston. The other triple-screw cruiser, 
Columbia, passed out of the Chesapeake 
capes from Norfolk yesterday, bound for 
New York.

Wasmixarox. D. C., Feb. 18,~—[Special, ]— 
Mail advices received at the Hawaiian Em- 
bassy here are that the trials of the principals 
engaged in the recent uprising have been con- 
cluded, and the natives at last aceounts were 
being tried in groups of a dozen or more. As 
fast as evidence was adduted in the exaimina- 
tion before the court-martial, batches of pris- 
oners were arraigned and, when. they re- 
quested it, counsel assigned to them, Au ef. 
fort was being made to give alla fair and im- 
partial trial, and, in one “instance. where a 
member of the Gourt was objected to by one 
of the accused because the two had some 
hot words several years ago,” the officer 
promptiy stepped down from the bench. 

Trials of the ex-Queen and the ringleaders 
of the rebellion buve been concluded, but no 
decision has been reached. It was likely, 
however, the next steamer would bring copies 
of the decree against the accused. Sentinjent 
is divided in the islands as to the advisability 
of keeping the atdicated Queen at Honolulu 
or sending her out of the country. Some per- 
sons hold if Mrs. Dominis is kept under sur- 
veillance there will be less opportunity given 
her adherents to foment discord, whereas if 
she is permitted to run at large in the United 
States or elsewhere there would be continual 
trouble.

Wasuixneton, D. C., Feb. 18,—The pre- 
dicted controversy between the two Houses of 
Congress over the Senate amendment to the 
diplomatic and consular appropriation bill to 
expend $500,000 for the survey and pretim- 
inary work on a cable to connect the United 
States and Hawaiian Islands is at hand. The

They were able to come 
to terms of agreement upon all the dozen 
amendments to the bill except that for the 
cable. The disagreement will be reported 
to the Senate tomorrow, a it is ex- 
pected a motion will emanate from the 
Democratic side to instruct the conferrees to 
abandon the cable item, A report will be 
made by the House conferrees probably 
Wednesday, and the proposition doubtless 
will come from Republicans that they be in- 
structed to accept the amendment. Thus the 
question may be brought before both Houses 
for debate. A new factor which come 
into the cable proposition is the effort of the 
company, headed by Admiral Irwin and in- 
cluding several of the most influentia! busi- 
ness-men of California and the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, to secure from Congressan act of incor- 
poration authorizing it to organize and con- 
struct a Pacific cable connecti California, 
the Hawaiian Islauds, New land, and 
Japan. Their bill was referred to a subcom- 
mittee of the House on Foreign Affairs for 
cons‘deration, and the subcommittee has de- 
cided to make a favorable report to the com- 
mittee at its next meeting. e argument is 
being advanced by Democrats. and will be 
made in debate it is entirety unhecessary for 
the government to give its funds to a cable 
enterprise when capitalists stand ready to do 
the work.

No Intervention Made, Especially in the 
Case of Maj.

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STOCKS ARE ACTIVE. 


QUOTATIONS IRREGULAR BUT ON THE 
WHOLE ARE HIGHER. 


Elevator Stocks Sell Off Sharply<—Cables 
Were Strongsr—West Chicago Issues 
Another $1,000,000 Debenture ond 
A New Power-House Mortgage Which Is 
Guaranteed={nternitionsl Packing Se- 
curities Have Been Retired in a Whole- 
sale Way—Sterling Rates Are Firm. 


There was great activity in the stock mar- 
ket yesterday. The course of quotations was 
irregular. The volume of trading wag the 
largest of any day ina longtime. Both the 
elevated stocks and the West Chicago Street 
railroad were decidediy active. There were 
notable advances in a number of the less 
active securities, particularly North Chicago 
and Internationa! Packing. 

Lake Street Elevated opened at 15 aud 
dropped to 13 almost instantly. From that 
it recovered a little, but sold off finally as low 
as 12%{, and closed at 13. The campaign 
against the shorts seems to have been brought 
to a pretty successful conclusion. One 
effect of the advance which perhaps was 
not counted on that a good 
many bondholders who were more or less 
convinced that it would be wise for them to 
agree to scale their bonds no longer feel so favor- 
ably inclined towards the reorganization plans 
themanagement proposes. The lack of any 
compact organization among the bond- 
holders, however, is their particulariy weak 
point, and unless they show strength rapidiy in 
that respect they are pretty apt to end by allow- 
ing the management to dictate terms. There is 
a great deal os gossip floating about in regard to 
this campaign against the shorts having origi- 
nated with officials of the Lake Street company, 
but that is denied with the utmost positiveness 
by the officials. 

While Lake Street developed weakness West 
Chicago showed some strength. It opened at 
113% and sold up to 115. The official announce- 
ment was made of the issue of $1.000,000 de- 
benture bonds. This is the issue which was out- 
lined in this column some weeks ago. The bonds 
are dated Dec. 31, 18094, and were authorized by 
resolution of the Board of Directors Jan. 31. 
1895. They bear 6 per cant and run twenty 
years with the right of redemption at any time 
after Jane 1, 1900. There was some gossip yes- 
terday to the effect that these debenture bonds 
will ultimately be made redeemable in stock at 
the option of the bondholders, but there was 
nothing to base such a statement on. 

The arantees of the West Chicago Street 
railroad company are not confined to the secur- 
ities of electric railroads, It transpires that rhe 
newest West Side power house is, like the other 
power houses of the company, covered by a 
mortgage, independent of and prior to the con- 
trol of the property by the West Chicago com- 
paoy. That mortgage covers not only the value 
of the land but also the cost of the building and 
the machinery. The title to this power house is 
not in fact in the West Side company at all. 
Even the equity above this mortgage is not in the 
West Chicago Street railroad company but is in 
the West Chicago Tunnel company. The mort- 
gage which is placed on the power house, how. 
ever, bears the guarantee of the West Chicago 
Street railroad company. 

North Chicago advanced sharply, selling up to 
256%. It closed at 256. There seems to be little 
stock in the market and buying orders have to be 
executed at advances. Rapid Transit stock was 
decidedly active and heavy. It sold down from 
14 to 12% and closed at 12%. The movement in 
the stock has been more or less sympathetic with 
the movement in Lake Street, although there has 
been littie reason for any connection between the 
two securities. The action of the First Nationa! 
Bonk in organizing the first mortgage bonih ld. 
ers for protection is goueraily taken to mean that 
the stockhoiders will de forced to take some 
active measures for the protection of their pos! 
tion or submit toa foreclosure. The First National 
Bank people are in no hurry for foreclosure pro- 
ceedings and would prefer tobave the stockto d- 
ers devise some plan for taking care of the in- 
terest. Some of the stockholders unofficially 
advance a proposition to the effect t they will 
provide funds for building the Engiew.od exten- 
sion if the bondholders will agree to convert 
their coupons into script for the next three 
years. 

There is no material progress in the negotia- 
tions between the Siaughter committee and the 
Lake Street people. ‘The Siaughter committee 
still represents such a small portion of the tota 
issue ot bonds that it is not in a position to br.ng 
forward any demands very forcibiy. It will at 
least be necessary for enough bondholders to 
unite so they will have authority to direct the 
trustee under the terms of the mortgage before 
any effective work can be dons. It takes a ma- 
jority of the bonds te compel the trustee to take 
action. 

One of the features of the market in a small 
way was the advance in International Packing 
stocks. The common has been selling at 8 tor 
quite a while, and it moved up suddeniy to 10K. 
The preferred, which has been around 18 and 
has iately been moving up a littie, jumped to 
21%. Some exceeding|y interesting information 
comes to the surface regarding Internauona! af- 
fairs. It transpires that an astonishing amount 
of the securities, common and preferred stock 
and bonds, have been retired. The bonds which 
originally stood at $2,500,000 are said to have 
now been reduced neariy to 52,000. 000. It has 
been generaliy known that the bonds have beon 
materiaily reduced, but it has not been known 
that the stock has now been cut down much more 
sharply than the bonds. The stock was original 
ly £450,000 common and £400,000 preferred. 
It has now been brought down to $1,400,- 
common and $1,400,000 preferred. 80 that 
the total capital is now $2,800,000, against 
nearly $4,250,000 originally. Just how the 
company has managed to take advantage of the 
low price of its securities and so sharply reduced 
its outstanding capital does notappear. But it 
is evident that under the shrewd management of 
Mr. Botsford the affairs of the company are be- 
ing put in much better shape. 

Phe sterling exchange market was firm, but is 
still held a little bit under the gold exporting 
point.

CONDITIONS ON ’CHANGE IN NEW YORE. 


Market IrreculareSouthern Railway De- 
velops Incrensed Activitr. 

New Tonk, Feb. 18.—[{Special.]—The share 
speculation was marked by some irregularity to- 
day and presented but few features of interest. 
The market was weak and firm in spots, al- 
though the bearish fesling was in the ascendant 
most of the time. The professional operators on 
the short side of the account paid special atten- 
tion to the coal stocks and based ‘their demon- 
strations on the delay in arranging the percent- 
ages for the year, the unsatisfactory condition of 
the indust:y, and the talk about trouble with the 
Reading. The firm features of the day included 
the Southern railway shares, which developed 
increased activity and led ail other railroad stocks 
in point of business. The movement was chiefly 
in the common, of which there was strong buy- 
ing, and the two classes improved n.

Mr. Hindman was the thitd largest stock- 
holder in the company, which began business 

Jan. 1, 1893, and inside of thirteen months 
had over $1,250,000 of premiums. 

The testimony taken before the commission 
is to the effect that during its short life one 
official received almost $80,000 in salaries 
and two others are charged with having re- 
ceived upwards of $80,000 each. The com- 
pany was organized by A. W. Hart of Louisville. 
Ex-Judge W. P. D. Rush wee President at the 
organization and J. A. Zanore of Louisville 
and Elliott L. Butler of No. 79 Mercer street, 


New York, were Vice-Presidents, It was sup-. 


posed the company had a capital stock of 
$2,500,000, but it is alleged the money was 
not paid in. It is charged that the Insurance 
Superintendent of Kentucky was deceived by 
the organizers and that company was 
short nearly $100,000 in stocks, Mr. Hart 
is alleged to have received $77,150 for his 
services, and it is charged that S. H. Sullivan, 
the Assistant Generai Manager, took over 
$100 a day for traveling expenses. It is 
also charg that Mr. Hart, in order to get 
hie commissions, took all sorte of risks 
that when reinsurance was made he 

the company $12,000 comrbissions which 
were divided equaliy between himself 

Mr. Sullivan. 

Col. A. S. Bacon has sworn that S. H. Sul- 
livan acknowledged the reinstirance for which 
the charge was made was a fake, to deceive 
Kentucky insurance officials. 

The Insurance Commissioner of Michigan 
first put up tne bars ugainst the Colambian 
company. Then Iliinois, Washington, 
other States followed, but it is charged the 
companies statement’ was so fixed that it re- 
ceived the approval of the Commissioner of 
Kentucky and also of New York.

Subsequentiy Baumer made 
the motion, and the two committees voted al- 
most unanimously not to hear any protests or 
grievances, the point being made that to 
make any changes might invalidate the call, 
which, by the way, was published a week ago 
Monday, one day short of the time pre- 
scribed by law, and is about as full of errors 
as it could well be, 

Prior to this James W. Nye, holding the 
proxy of the Senatorial committeeman from 
the Second Ward, had asked the privilege of 
submitting a list of names for the vacancies 
in the judges and clerks for the Second Ward. 
Committeeman McKenna of the Twenty- 
third Ward moved that where the city and 
county committeemen could not agree the 
matter be referred-to the County Executive 
committee, but A. W. Pulver, who was in the 
chair, having been elected on account of the 
absence of both Chairman Madden of the City 
committee and Acting-Chairman Lloyd Smith 
of the County committee, ruled that the mo- 
tion did not cover the case. Mr. McKenna’s 
motion was accordingly elongated so as to 
cover all contests. are some of the 
names which Mr. Nye submitted for judges 
in the Second Ward:

The committeemen submitted names in

This committee 
will be at Republican headquarters each aft- 
ernoon until all the vacancies have been filled. 

Another matter which came before the 
meeting was the collection of the assessment 
against delinquent wards. Each ward organ- 
ization in the city has been assessed from $45 
to $200, according to the Republican vote, to 
maintain the central organization. It seems 
only a few wards have paid thcir assesements, 
and a motion wass yeaterday giving 
the County Executive committee authority to 
ignore the ward organizations that did not 
pay their assessment and take charge of the 
affairs in the ward. John M. Smyth was 
present and said it was absolutely necessary 
to secure money to maintain the headquarters 
at No. 148 Madison street and defray the ex- 
penses of the Executive committee.

Ir should not be forgotten that by its recent 
agreement with the government the Belmont- 
Morgan syndicate has pledged itself ‘* to ex- 
ert all finanicial influence and make all legit- 
imate efforts to protect the Treasury against 
withdrawals of its gold. The way in which 
this protective influence is to be exerted is 
not stated, but it may be inferred that the 
syndicate and those who are working with it 
hold themselves in readiness to compensate 
such withdrawals by exchanging gold for 
legal tenders at the Treasury. This is an im- 
portant feature of the arrangement, and 
doubtless was taken into the account in fixing 
the prices - to be paid for the bonds. The 
pledge given cannot be expected to hold 


investors, but it may be understood as justi- 
fying a reasonable hope that the Treasury re- 
serve will be safe for several months to come, 
while it also may beheld that the syndicate 
holds itself in readiness to repeat the opera- 
tion should that be deemed necessary between 
this and next October. All this gives a pres- 
ent respite, and itis for the silver cranks to 
say if there shall be another agitation render- 
ing it advisable to make a fourth bond issue, 
this perhaps to be followed by still others 
during the remainder of the term of the Dem- 
ocrats in office. 


THE JOHN CRERAR SCIENTIFIC LIBRARY, 

All things considered, the trustees of the 
John Crerar Library have done well in decid- 
ing that the general character of the new li- 
brary shall be scientific. If there were any 
hesitation on their part in considering the 
scope of this imvortant institution it was 
whether science or Americana would best 
‘commend it for public reference uses, Either 
would have been strictly in line with the pref- 
ences of the good citizen whose name the li- 
brary immortalizes, but the arguments for 
science seem much the strongest. There are 
many libraries in the country which are ex- 
cellently represented in Americana. Our own 
Newberry has a fine collection, for the late Dr. 
Poole was an enthusiast in that line. ‘There 
are also numerous private libraries devoted to 
this department of research. If the Crerar 
Library therefore had been given up to it, its 
constituency would have been a limited one, 
for there are comparatively few engaged. in 
the pursuit of Americana. There was a cer- 
tain degree of local pride and perhaps of 
patriotic sentiment involved in the devotion 
of the new library to the conservation of lit- 
erature pertaining to America, but sentiment 
should have nothing to do with a library. It 
must be the greatest good to the greatest 
number. Mr. Crerar did not leave his gen- 
erous endowment for the benefit of a few stu- 
dents in one branch but for the benefit of a 
whole city. Its purpose is well known. It is 
to be a reference library. As a reference 
library of Americana there are but few who 
would consult it as there are but few who are 
engaged in that study, and these few could 
probably find what they want eleewhere, 
Take Prof. John Fiske, for instance, an ar- 
dent student of Americana. He Would not 
need to come to the Crerar Library. The 
sources of search are open to him in a dozen 
different directions, and so they would be to 
other scholars. : 

A scientific library, on the other hand, is al- 
most an unknown thing in this country. It 
will appealto the ‘widest possible circle of 
constituents. It will attract not alone pro- 
fessional scholars in the various departments 
of scientific work, but it will appeal to all 
classes and especially to many of the working 
people. It isa scientific age in a scientific 
country. No other department of labor claims 
su many thinkers, investigators, and workers. 
For the first time they will have the original 
sources of krowledge at their command, and 
if the library shall be properly systematized 
there will be a great economy of time and 
effort. Americana would have contracted the 
library within very narrow limits. Science, 
on the other hand, will broaden it. The diffi- 
culty will be to keep it within due bounds, 
Science is only the knowing of things, and if 
the library seeks to enable every one to find 
what he wants to know its task will béa colos- 
salone. Science isall-comprehensive. There 
ie not only science pure and simple, science 
in the abstract, and the science of all 
the ologies, but there is the science of life, of 
thinking and doing, of human effort, of gov- 
ernment, of art, of music, of architecture, of 
finance, etc., etc, Ite scope is boundless. It 
will be necessary, therefore, at thé outset to 
define what departments of the great domain 
of science the library shall cover, and this 
unquestionably will be done, as otherwise the 
trustees would find themselves overwhelmed 
with an embarrassment of knowledge. The 
selection, however, has been wisely made and 
the details of the scheme will be worked out 
carefully. When accomplished and in work- 
ing order, with the great Columbian Museum 
on the one hand and the great university on 
the other, Chicago will have in this library an 
institution of which it will be proud. And 
nothing would have pleased the generous 
donor more than that. 


LEAVE THE SILVER QUESTION ALONE, 

There is to be a State convention of the Re- 
publicans of Michigan this week for the pur- 
pose of nominating a candidate for Judge of 
the Supreme Court. It is stated that efforts 
will be made to commit that convention to a 
declaration in favor of the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver. This is doubtless the case, 
for some of the county conventions have 
adopted resolutions indorsing that criminal 
policy. 

The Republicans of Ingham County say 
idiotically that they are for free coinage at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 for the benefit 
of “the tillers of the soil and the toil- 
ing masses,” all of whom would be hit 
between the eyes by free coinage. The 
Republicans of Isabella County say that as 
„Ii grains of pure silver was the finan- 
cial standard of measurement in the days of 
Washington” and the other patriots of the 
revolution it must be the standard now. 
They might as well insist on the wearing of

THE ROUT OF CHINA. 

The surrender of the Wei Hai Wei forts and 
of the Chinese fleet which had sought refuge 
in the harbor under their guns substantially 
closes the war between China and Japan. The 
Chinese navy. which was considered formid- 
able at the beginning of the war, as it far out- 
ranked the Japanese in heavy fighting ves- 
sels, is literally wiped out of existence. Those 
vessele which have not been sunk or rendered 
worthless are in the hands of the victors and 
will add to the strength of their navy, which 
was in need of heavily armored vessels, The 
Chinese Chen Yuen and Ting Yuen were Ger- 
man built battleships, protected by 14% 
inches of armor, carrying four 12-inch guns, 
and provided with torpedo nets, searchlights, 
and all the modern equipnients, but they had 
to yield to the Japanese torpedo boats which 
attacked them under cover of darkness. 
Supplementing the torpedo boats the Japan- 
ese cruisers have been handled with’ extraor- 
dinary skill and sagacity and have rendered 
such good account of themselves that one 
after the other the heavier Chinese vessels 
have either been sunk, captured, or put to 
flight, and their gunboats, cruisers, launches, 
junks, and smaller armed vessels have dis- 
appeared. China today is without a navy and 
helpless upon the sea. The Japanese navy, on 
the other hand, is comparatively uninjured. 
Whatever damage it may have suffered in 
various encounters is more than offset by the 
gains it has made in vessels captured, as well 
as in] the immense amount of ordnance and 
war material which has fallen into the hands 
of the Japanese victors. It goes without’ say- 
ing that the Japanese are smart enough to 
improve their advantage, and that hereafter, 
so far as China at least is concerned, they 
will dominate Asiatic waters. Already they 
have placed contracts for the construction of 
two great battleships, armored with Harvey- 
ized nickeled steel, armed with 12 and 6 inch 
guns, and having the power and capacity of 
the heaviest battleships afloat. 

The victory of Japan upon the sea has 
helped to make complete its victory on land, 
for with the disappearance of the Chinese 
fleet no obstacle can be placed in the way of 
landing all the troops Japan wishes and at 
any point it may select. The road is wide 
open from Japan to China, Nothing now re- 
mains to retard Japanese operations but the 
winter season. With the approach of spring, 
unless a peace should be concluded before 
that time, the Japanese will march in tri- 
umph into Pekin. Nothing can prevent them. 
The experiences of this war have shown that 
in skill, strategy, discipline, tactics, and 
fighting qualities the big Chinese Nation is 
but a child as compared with its little neigh- 
bor. Six months ago he would have endan- 
gered his reputation for good sense who had 
prophesied that this little nation of 30 mill- 
ions ip that short period would heve con- 
quered a nation of 300 millions, that it would 
have driven the Chinese out of Corea, put 
down a rebeilion in the latter country and re- 
organize the government, invade China, out 
of twenty or more pitched battles not lose 
one, destroy its fleet on the sea, dismantle all 
its coast defenses, hold every strategic point, 
and wait its opportunity to seize the imperial 
capital. Such a record as this has hardly 
been surpassed in the annals of modern war- 
fare. Japan is richer today by hundreds of 
millions of dollars in treasure, munitions, 
ordnance, buildings, vessels, and supplies 
captured, and the cost of the war China will 
have to pay in the end. 

The only compensation to the unfortunate 
Chinese is that they are learning something. 
They are beginning to see that, even with tne 
odds of ten to one, conservatism cannot stand 
against progress, and that obsolete Oriental 
modes of warfare are no match for the West- 
ern modes; that one man drilled and armed 
and led in European fashion is a match for a 


hundred equipped with parasols, stinkpots, 


and ugly effigies of dragons. They are also 
beginning to see that they made a mistake in 
retirmg and disgracing the only man among 
them who had a realizing idea of what this 
struggle meant and how it should be carried 
on. The beaten, paralyzed, and humiliated 
Chinese have again called Li Hung Chang to 


the fore, All that is left for him to do, how- | 


ever, is to make the best terms of peace that 
he can. If his policy, however, obtains in the 
future, and if as the outcome of this war 
China comes to realize the folly of its con- 
servatism, and that great empire is opened 
up to the peaceful conquests of modern prog- 
ress this war will not have been fought in 
vain, 


THE PULPIT PLEADS FOR GOOD GOVERN- 
MEN 


In many of the Chicago pulpits something 
was said day before yesterday on the subject 
of municipal reform. The day was a pleasant 
one, The churches were well attended, and 
these arguments made in behalf of better city 
government must have been listened to by 
tens of thousands, many of whom probably 
have hitherto given the subject no attention. 
It is to be hoped that all the seed sown did 
not fall on barren ground, 

Taken as a whole the remarks made by the 
occupants of the different puipits were sen- 
sible and to the point. Most of the speakers 
appeared to recognize fully the important 
fact that the reforms desired are not to be 
attained by passing new laws so much as by 
awakening a public spirit in the community 
and reforming the citizens who compose it. 
The moment it is admitted that a statute has 
little efficiency unless there isa public senti- 
ment behind it to enforce it, then it becomes 
plain just where the work of reform must 
begin. It must be with the creation of public 
sentiment. In that work the pulpit can be of 
great value, for it addresses weekly thousands 
of people and speaks as one having authority. 

One minister said when a healthy major. 
ity of the people want the city cleaned it will 


they will make fuss enough. So there is no 
reason why reformers should despair because 
they are in a numerical minority as long as 
the non-reformers are not more in earnest 
and more determined than they are. 

Most of the men who preached Sunday ex- 
pressed the opinion that the work to be done 
was a vast one and could not be done in a day 
—that there would have to be steady, persist- 
ent effort, and that it would be necessary 
sometimes to accept half a loaf or get no 

‘bread at all. These being their views they 
will not remain satisfied with preachmg on 
municipal reform once or twice a year, but 
will manage to get some reference to it into 
almost every sermon. They must keep on 
hammering away at their audiences even if 


they say only a few words atatime. For if 


all the men whom the different Chicago 
preachers talk toin and out of the pulpit 
during the course of a year were enlisted 
actively in the cause of municipal reform 
there would be no difficulty about securing it. 


WHEN PEOPLE WANT GOLD. 

A local paper which is coquetting with the 
free silver extremists affects to be worried 
over the results of insisting that all deferred 
payments to creditors of the Nation shall be 
paid in gold, It says it would be equally 
just for creditors of States, cities, counties, 
and individuals to make a like demand, 


„ages of men under contract and rents, 


equally with money borrowed and interest 
thereon, must be made payable in gold.“ 
And it intimates a conviction that the 
enormously increased demand for gold 
created by such business conditions would 
result in the constant appreciation of its 
value, and the material profit of the men who 
had it to leud.“ 

This conclusion is utterly erroneous because 
based on false assumption. The demand for 
gold coin under such conditions would not 
necessarily be more general than is the de- 
mand for “lawful money in satisfaction of 
adebt. The average business-man is just as 
willing to accept payment in a check as in 
gold coin, so long as he feels sure that with 
such a check he can discharge his own obliga- 
tions to the same extent that be could if the 
payment to him were mode in gold. The av- 
erage merchant, manufacturer, tradesman, 
or wageé-toiler bas no objection to receiving 
silver in payment while he knows that the dol- 
lar in silver has the same buying and debt- 
paying power as the dollar in gold, and for 
large amounts he distinctly prefers paper 
promises to pay as compared with coin, so 
long as he has full confidence that the paper 
will be honored in full-worth money if pre- 
sented for redemption. A great many con- 
tracts have been made in the last few years to 


pay in gold, both principal and interest, but 


the cases in which the creditors have refused 
to take current money in full satisfaction of 
the debt are few, and they would be limited 
to instances in which it was desired to send the 
gold abroad if there were no doubt as to the 
ability to obtain gold for the other currency 
whenever it was demanded. 

Ever since the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, more than sixteen years ago, we have 
been on a gold basis, with the distinct under- 
standing that all the creditors of the Nation 
had the right to demand payment in gold, 
and that every private creditor was entitled 
to be paid in money every dollar of which 
had the same buying power as if the payment 
were madein gold; There never has been 
any trouble under this arrangement till the 
agitation by the extreme silverites for silver 
to be made the money of ultimate redemp- 
tion excited fears among some people that the 
gold standard would not be maintained. But 
for that agitation and the resulting fears there 
would have been no run on the Treasury for 
gold, though the reserve would have been 
lessened last year to an important extent to 
meet the deficiency of revenue. Nobody 
would have thought of demanding gold from 
the National Treasury in redemption of the 
government’s due bills‘ unless for what was 
needed to pay trade balances with Europe, 
and the bankers of New York and other 
cities would have had no inducement to hoard 
gold. They would have been willing to fur- 
nish gold to importers for the purpose of 
paying duties, as they used to do previous to 
about two and a half years ago. 

So there is no occasion for an expression of 
fear in regard to scarcity of gold in case 
“every contract involving a future payment 
might properly specify gold as the medium 
of payment.” People would not want to 
make gold contracts if they had no doubt 
that debts incurred on the currency basis 
would be paid in currency as good as the gold 
because exchangeable at par for gold when 
desired by the holder. No one would have 
this doubt now if it were not for the agitation 
kept up by the free silver extremists, and if 
those destructionists were now to cease de- 
manding that the silver dollar, worth only 46 
cents of bullion value, shall be made the 
money of ultimate redemption for all pecuni- 
ary obligations, public and private, there 
would be no more trouble about gold. The 
due bills of the government, and even the 
less-than-half-worth silver dollars, with the 
silver certificates issued against them, would 
circulate freely at par, with no thought of de- 
manding redemption except for the obtaining 
of gold to meet foreign balances. This be- 
cause no one doubts the ability of the gov- 
ernment to maintain the integrity of the cur- 
rency. The doubt has been in regard to the 
effect of the pressure for free silver mono- 
metallism, lest it might resuit in the adoption 
of a policy of semi-repudiation by the gov- 
ernment. 


THE CONTESTED SENATORIAL SEAT. 

The Senate Committee on Elections will 
met today and take up the petition of Mr. 
Wilson, the Republican candidate for the 
Senate in the Forty-third District. He 
claims that though his opponent, McKinlay, 
got a majority of fifty votes on the face of 
the returns a recount of the ballots will show 
he was defeated. 

There is reason to believe that his claim is 
a correct one. In the counties which con- 
stitute the Forty-third District nearly all 
the election officers were Democrats, for that 
party had the town officers in most of the 
towns and they are the ones who handle the 
ballots. The last election was held under a 
law with the workings of which most of them 
had buta slight acquaintance. They were 
called on often to decide in the case of bailots 
which were not clearly marked for whom 
they should be counted. The natural pre- 
sumption is that they gave a Democratic 
candidate the preference when the intention 
of the voter was doubtful. 

Since the November election the votes for 
certain county officers have been recounted {in 
Adams, Cass, Christian, and Macoupin, in 
all of which counties most of, tho election of- 
ficers were Democrats. The nominal majori- 
ties of those officers whose seats were contested 
ran from thirty up to seventy. In every case 
the recount wiped out the apparent majori- 
ties and elected the Republicans. This does 
not prove that the men who counted the bal- 


| lots first cheated, but that they pretty gener- 


ally gave their own candidates the benefit of 
the doubt. Unquestionably that was the case 
in Edgar and the other counties composing 
the Forty-third District.

STREET RAILROAD LEGISLATION. 

Senator Crawford has introduced a bill for 
a law to take the place of the present statute 
concerning “horse and dummy railroads.” 
That law provides simply that horse railroads 
may buy and condemn property needed for 
the operation of their roads, and may lay 
down tracks upon streets or roads with the 
consent of the city, village, or county author- 
ities, provided the roads will pay to the 
owners of abutting property any damages 
which they may sustain by reason of the loca- 
don or construction of the road. The provis- 
ion requiring the consent of a majority of the 
property-owners on each mile or fractional 
part of a mile is not in this law, but in the 
city charter. 

Senator Crawford’s bill relates to surface 
raiiroads whose business it is to carry pas- 
sengers and their ordinary baggage, and the 
United States mail and small parcels and 
packages. They are given the same powers 
as to the purchase and condemnation of 
property they possess now. They are per- 
mitted to use streets with the consent of the 
local authorities, but that consent cannot be 
granted except on the petition of owners rep- 
regenting more than half the frontage for 
each mile or part of a mile. Every such 
grant shall be void which shall be made with- 
out such petition, and any corporation acting 
or attempting to act under any such void 
grant may be enjoined from exercising any 
rights or privileges under such void grant at 
the suit of any abutting land-owner.”’ 

It is provided further that every such street 
railroad may be operated by animal, cable, 
electric, or other motive power which may be 
agreed upon except steam locomotives. If 
electricity is employed it may be underground 
or storage battery or overhead wires. No 
corporation is to be permitted to use or con- 
demn in whole or in part the property or 
tracks of another road without the consent of 
that road. ) 

It is also provided that city or town or vil- 
lage authorities may grant the use of streets 
with the consent of the property-owners for 
any period not exceeding the duration of the 
corporation. The city charter says that no 
grant shall be made for more than twenty 
years. A corporation can have a life of not 
exceeding ninety-nine years under the present 
law relating to corporations. The charters of 
the ‘old street railway companies run for 
over sixty years yet. There may be a ques- 
tion as to the policy of making the long grants 
which the Council would be likely to make 
were this bill the law. As for the property- 
owners, experience has shown that they will 
consent to anything in their anxiety to get 
better facilities for travel. 

This bill provides also that— : 

All such corporations shall have the right to 
contract with each other for the use of their re- 
spective tracks or to lease to each other or to 
purchase from each other any portion or the 
whole of their tracks or property upon such 
terms and conditions as they may agree upon for 
the purpose of operating the same. All con- 
tracts, leases, or purchases heretofore made by 
or between such corporations shall be valid the 
same as though made subsequent to she passage 
of this act. 

Under this provisioa any one of the exist- 


ing street railways could swallow up all the 
others. That has been done to some extent 
already, as in the case of the Adams street 
railway. The old North Side corporation is 
leased to a new North Side corporation, or- 
ganized for that purpose, There may be 
some question as to the validity of these leases 
or other arrangements by which one corpora- 
tion has practically been merged in an- 
other and has ceased to exist. The Supreme 
Court, in its decision in the gas trust case, 
did not show itself over-friendly to the con- 
solidation of corporations. 

If it is decided that it is in accordance 
with public policy to allow street railroads 
to buy one another out why should not gas 
companies and other quasi-public corpora- 
tions be allowed to do the sume thing? There 
is a provision in the Constitution that no rail- 
road corporation shall consolidate with any 
parallel or competing line. This does not 
forbid the cousolidation of competing street 
railroad lines, but it indicates that the 
framers of the Constitution would not have 
approved of such consolidation if they had 
thought of the matter. 

While the Illinois Legislature is asked to 
put the street railroads in a position where 
they will be more independent of public con- 
trol than they are now a bill has been pre- 
sented in the Wisconsin Legislature which 
aims at a different policy. It provides that 
no grant of a franchise fora street railway, 
gas or electric pliant, water-works or tele- 
phone or telegraph system, shall have a long- 
er life than twenty-one years, and that in 
every such grant the right shall be reserved 
to the municipality to purchase the plant at 
the end of that time at a price equal to the 
value of the physical plant to be deter- 
mined by agreement or arbitration. If the 
city does not buy an extension of the fran- 
chise may be granted for five years to the 
highest bidder. If the old corporation does 


. 


not bid the most then the plant will be tarned } 


over to the successful competitor at an ap- 
praised valuation. 

Why should not some such provision as 
this be substituted for the long-term grants 
covtemplated by Senator Crawford’s bill, 
which has some good features and also others 
which may be deemed objectionable?

Buntux. Feb. 18.—At a meeting of the Land- 
Owners’ League today a motion made by 
Count von Kanitz, the Agrarian leader in the 
Reichstag, providing for a State monopoly of 
the purchase of all imported gruins was unan- 
imously adopted. A resolution was aleo adopt- 
ed indorsing the measures to be taken for the 
protection of German cattle against infection 
from imported diseased cattle. Dr. Hahn, a 
member of the Prussian Diet, said he was 
yesterday received by Prince Bismarck, who 
declared that he agreed with the aims of the 
leagae, as well as with the motion of Count 
von Kanitz. 

The deputation presented an address to his 


Majesty on behalf of 200,000 farmers, beg- 


ging him to direct his attention to the con- 
dition of husbandry. After receiving the ad- 
dress, the Emperor said that the fact that he 
had granted them an audience showed his 
deep concern for the welfare of the peasantry. 
The agitation of last year, exceeding asg it did 
what was legitimate, grieved his pateral 
heart, but the act of the agrarian league in 
sending a deputation to lay their grievances 
before him had healed that wound, He 
trusted that something beneficial would ac- 
crue to husbandry from the deliberations of 
the Council of State. The Emperor said: 

I beg you, gentlemen, to abstain from un- 
constitutional agitation. Let us pruy to God 
to grant that the efforts of the Council of 
State shall be attended by beneficial results.“ 

After the deputation had called upon Em- 


peror William it attendeda meeting of the | 


Agrarian League, which is now sitting here. 
Herr von Ploetz, a member of the Reichstag, 
who was one of the deputation, made a report 
of the interview with the Emperor, and also 
said that the Emperor had expressed his wish 
that the agricultural classes would repose 
trustin him. The report was received with 
the greatest enthusiasm and cheers for the 
Emperor. All those present sang “ Heil Die 
Siegerkranz.’’ 


BRITISH STEAMER GANGES IS MISSING. 


Breaks Away from a Tug Off the Isle of 
Ushant Another Disaster. 

Loxpox, Feb. 18.—The British steamer 
Ganges, Capt. Roberts, which- sailed from 
New Orleans Jan. 6 for Havre, arrived at Cor- 
cubion, Spain, Jan. 28 fora supply of coal. 
After replenishing its bunkers it proceeded on 
its voyage, but soon broke its propeller and 
was towed back to Corcubion. It started 
from there in tow for Havre, and when off the 
Island of Ushant, twenty-five miles from 
Brest, it broke adrift from the tug and has 
not been seen since. The Ganges has a cargo 
of cotton valued at £60,000 ($300,000). Its 
crew numbered thirty men. 

Puitaperpnia, Pa., Feb. 18.—A cabklegram 
received here from Nassau, N. P., the 
Board of Marine Underwriters says the Phila- 
deiphia barkentine Sadie Thompson, Capt. 
Mowatt, bound from Caribairien, Feb. 5, for 
this port, with 5,600 bags of sugar valued at 
$100,000, consigned to the sugar trust, has 
been totally wrecked on Memory Rock, Baha- 
mas. The vessel is valued at $50,000 and, 
together with the cargo, was fully covered by 
insurance in local companies. The total loss 
et this valuable cargo and vessel is the largest 
marine casualty which has happened to ves- 
sels bound to this port for some time. The 
Sadie Thompson was launched at Camden, 
N. J., July, 1892. was 154 feet 4 inches long, 
36 feet 2 inches beam, and 16 feet deep, and 
652 tons register.

Chamberlain’s Attempt to Get Parliament 
Down to Basiness Fails. 

Loxpow, Feb. 18.—The House of Com- 
mons, by a majority of fourteen, has rejected 
Mr. Cham beriain’s amendment to the address 
in reply to the Queen’s speech. The vote 
stood 297 against the amendment to 283 in 
its favor. Mr. Chamberlain’s amendment de- 
clared that it was contrary to public interest 
for thatime of Parllament to be occupied in 
discussing measures, which, according to the 
Ministers’ own statements, have no prospect 
of becoming laws, while bills involving grave 
constitutional changes have been announced 
on which the judgment of Parliament should 
be taken without delay. 

Sir Thomas Edmonds, anti-Parnellite, 
questioned the government in the House of 
Commons this afternoon on Samoan affairs. 
Sir Edward Grey said the United States 
claimed the eaclusive right to occupy Pago 
Pago as a naval coaling station, under the 
provisions of a treaty with Samoa. There 
had been no intimation by the United States 
of an intention to surrender this claim. There- 
fore no arrangement had been effected for 
the reversion of the interests of the United 
States. Neither was there any truth in the 
report that Germany was about to annex 
Samoa. 

The government could not give any pledge 
that it would insist upon the maintenance of 
the independence of Samoa. The country

from there did not make any mention of any 
hostility bemg in progress.

PEACE ENVOYS TO MEET NEAR TIEN TSIN 


China Wants Li Hung Cheng's Convenience 


Cared For in the Deal. 

Tun Te, Feb. 18.—The Tsung Li Yamen 
(the Chinese Foreign Office) has requested 
Mr. Danby, the United States Minister to 
this country, to suggest to the Government 
of Japan that the peace envoys appointed by 
the two countries meet at Port Arthur, or 
some place near Tien Tsin, in order to suit 
the convenience of Li Hung Chang, one of 
the Chinese Envoys. The Chinese Govern- 
ment has requested John W. Foster, who was 
selected to assist the Chinese Envoys in the 
peace negotiations, to meet Li Hung Chang 
at Tien Tsin. Mr. Foster, who is now at 
Shanghai, will probably leave there for Tien 
Tein as soon as communication between the 
two places is opened. 

Honexona, Feb. 18,—The British cruiser 
Mercury has been suddenly dispatched from 
this port to the Island of Formosa, in re- 
sponse to an urgent appeal sent by the Brit- 
ish Consul there for the presence of a war- 
ship. The Consul said the vessel was needed 
for the protection of foreigners. The Mer- 
cury is a cruiser ef 3,000 tons and carries 
thirteen guns. 

CuEroo, Feb. 18.—The steamer Kengchi, 
loaned by the Japanese for the purpose, ar- 
rived here today with the remains of Admiral 
Ting, the Chinese naval commander who 
committed suicide after the surrender of his 
fleet to the Japanese at Wei Hai Wei. The 
steamer also brought the remains of Com- 
mander Liu and Capt. Yang of the Chinese 
flagship Chen Yuen and Gen. Chang, com- 
mander of the military forces at Wei Hai 
Wei, all of whom killed themselves rather 
than suffer the punishment that would have 
been meted out to them by the Emperor for 
the failure of his forces to repel the Japanese. 

Lo xbox, Feb. 18.—The Times correspond- 
ent at Hongkong sends a dispatch which ex- 
plains the reason for the hurried departure of 
the British warship Mercury for Formosa. It 
says numbers of the Chinese irregular force 
known as the Black Flags are committing 
outrages on the islands. British residents on 
the island also wired Hongkong for help. 


Acton Instead of Mahan. 

Lonpon, Feb. 19.—Lord Acton has been ap- 
pointed Regius Professor of Modern History at 
Cambridge University in succession to Prof. 
Zeley. This is the position to which a recent let- 
ter published here suggested that Capt. Mahan 
of the United States Navy should be appointed. 
The Times says Lord Acton is probably the first 
Roman Catholic who has held high office in 
either Cambridge or Oxford University since the 
reign of James II. 


P. ssenger Jamps Overboard. 
QueEnstowy, Feb. 18.—The Cunard line 
steamer AuraiMa, from New York Feb. 10 for 
Liverpool, arrived here this evening. It reports 
an especially stormy passage. Feb. 10 Hamilton 
Patterson. a steerage passenger, committed sui- 
cide by jumping overboard. 


Canal Affairs Dormant.

Differences Between Southern Railway and 
Employes Referred to Them.

BILL TO CURE AN ILL. 


SPECIAL ASSESSMENT MEASURE TO 
BE INTRODUGED TODAY. 


It Provides for a Complete Reorganization 
of the Present Special Assessment Sys- 
tem and if Passed Will Deprive Coun- 
cils of Much PowerIt Is the Result of 
Much Work by the Real Estate Board, 
Civie Federation, and Other--Impor- 
tant Sections Quo'ed. 


There will.be introduced in the State Leg- 
islature today a most important bill, having 
reference to all local improvements in cities 
and villages paid for by special assessment 
or special taxation. The bill provides for a 
complete reorganization of the present sy6- 
tem. The measure has been prepared under 
the direction of the Real Estate Board of Chi- 
cago, assisted by the Civic Federation, Citi. 
zens’ Association, Corporation Counsel Palin- 
er, and other legal men. 

The evactment of the bill will mean the 
shearing of the City Council of all authority 
to originate local improvements. That body, 
in fact, will have largely perfunctory author- 
ity in such matters, for the bill creates a 
Board of Local Improvements consisting of 
designated heads of departments of city or 
village governments, and with this board all 
special assessment ordinances must originate, 
and before it preliminary hearings must be 
given. All signatures to petitions for im- 
provements must be investigated, and prop- 
erty-owners must have ample notice of in- 
tended improvements. 

Sections of Importance. 


The sections of the act providing for the 
Board of Local Improvements and providing 
for the safeguards mentioned are as follows: 

Municipal officers in cities of 25,000 and 
over—lIn cities of this State having 12 
of 25,000 or more, by the last preceding census 
of the United Siates, or of this State, the Mayor 
shall appoint and designate a Commissioner of 
Public Works, a Superintendent of Streets, a 
Superintendent of Special Assessments, a Super- 
intendent of Sewers. and a City Engineer. he 
compensation of such officers, if not fixed by 
law. shal! be determined by the Council or Board 
of Trustees, and no ordinance to change the 
same shall be considered within one month after 
its introduction and publication. Such offices 
shall not be discontinued at any time, by ordi- 
nance or otherwise, but vacancies therein shall 
be filled by appointment by the Mayor, with ap- 
proval of the City Council: The appointees to 
said offices shall be subject to removal by the 
Mayor, but the term of office shall be held to end 
with the term of the Mayor appointing. | 
Same, in smaller municipalities—In cities hav- 
ing a population of less than 25,000, ascertained 
as aforesaid, and in viilages and incorporated 
towns, the Mayor or President, as the case may 
be, shall appoint and des! uperintendent 
of Streets and a Public 8 , which offices 
shall not be discontinued at any time. Vacan- 
cies therein shall be filled as above prévided. 
The compensation and term of office shall be 
ascertained as in the last paragraph. 

Ordinance authorizing improvement—contents 
—When any such city, village, or town shall by 
ordinance provide for the making of any local 
improvement it shall by the same ordinance 
prescribe whether the same shall be made by spe- 
cial assessment, or by special taxation of con- 
tiguous property. or general taxation, or both. 

Restriction on passage of ordinance—No or. 
dinance for any local improvement, to be paid 
for wholly orin part by special assessment or 
special taxation, shall be considered by the City 
Council or Board of Trustees of any such city, 
village, or town, unless the same shall first be 
recommended by the Board of Local Improve- 
ments provided for by this act. 2 

Board of local improvements In cities within 
the terms of this act having a population of 
25,000 or more, by the last preceding census of 
the United States, or of this State, there is hereby 
created a Board of Local Improvements, consist- 
ing of five members, of which board the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works shall be the President. 
The other members of suid board shall be the 
superintendent of Streets, the Superintendeat of 
ze wors, the Superintendent of Special Assess- 
ments, and the City Engineer. In cities having a 
population of less than 25,000, and in villages 
and incorporated towns, there shall be consti- 
tuted a like board, consisti of three members. 
The Mayor of such city, or the President of such 
village or town, shall be the President of such

Preliminary Proceedings. 


Proceedings preliminary to public hearing— 
All ordinances for local improvements, to be paid 
for wholly orin part by special assessment or 
special taxation, shall originate with the Boa 
of Locai Improvements. Petitions for any suc 
public improvement shall be addressed to the 
said boa Said board shall have the power to 
originate a scheme for any local improvemen 
to be paid for by special assessment or specia 
tax, either with or without a tition, and in 
either caseshall adopta resolution describing 
the proposed improvement, which resolution 
shall be at once transcribed into the records of 
the board. Whenever the proposed improvement 
will require that private property be taken or 
damaged, such resolution shail describe the 
property proposed to be taken for that purpose. 

aid board shall, by the same resolution, fix 
a day and hour for the public consideration 
thereof, which shall not be less than ten days 
after the adoption of such resolution. Said board 
shall also cause an estimate of the cost of such 
improvement (omitting land to be acquired), to 
be made in writing by the public engineer over 
his signature, which shall be itemized_to the sat- 
isfaction of the said board, and which shall be 
made a part of the record of such resolution. No- 
tice of the said time and place shall be published 
for ton successive days in any daily newspaper 
designated for that purpose by the City Council 
or Board of Trustees, or in the absence of such 
designation, selected by said Board of Local Im- 
provements, and also by posting in at least two 
conspicuous places in the vicinity of the pro- 
posed improvement. If no daily newspaper is 
publish in the municipality for which such 
improvement is proposed, then such notice shall 
be published in a weekly paper pub 
lished in such municipality, once in 
each week for three successive weeks, and 
also posted as aforesaid. Sdch notice shall con- 
tain the substance of the resolution adopted by 
the board, and the engineer's estimate of the cost 
of the proposed improvement. In case the said 
resolution shall be adopted, in pursuance of a 
petition of the owners of at least one-half the pri- 
vate property to front upon said improvemen 
the said publication in the city newspaper an 
posting shall be sufficient. If the same originate 
with the board, without petition, a like notice 
shall be published for the same length of time in 
one other newspaper of like description ; or where 
only one such newspaper is published in such 
municipality then for double the period above 
reguired, and also in either case posted as afore- 
said. In case any petition is presented for a lo- 
cal improvement a hearing shall be had in the 
same manner indicated above, whether a prelim- 
inary resolution be adopted by the board or not; 
and if, upon such hearing, the board shall deem 
such improvement desirable they shall adopt a 
resolution therefor and proceed in the usual 
manner. 

Public hearing—At the time and place fixed in 
said notice the said board shall meet and hear 
the representations of any person desiring to 
heard on the subject of the necessity for the pro- 
posed improvement, the nature thereof, or the 
cost as estimated by the engineer. After such 
hearing, in case any person shall appear to ob- 
ject to the proposed improvement or any of the 
elements thereof, said rd shall adopt a new 
resolution, abandoning the said pro scheme, 
or modifying the same, or adhering thereto, as 
they shall consider most desirable; and there- 
upon, if the said proposed improvement be not 
abandoned, the said board shall cause an ordi- 
nance to be prepared therefor, to be submitted to 
the Council or Board of Trustees (as the case 
may be).

Must File « Petition. 

When any improvements to be made under 
this act require that private property be taken 
the municipality must file a petition in some 
court of record sotting forth the character 
of the improvement to be made, and asking 
that steps be taken to ascertain the damage 
and benefits to accrue by reason of the im- 
provement. The court then appoints two 
Commissioners to act with, the Superintend- 
ent of Special Assessmeovts in making an in- 
vestigation of the amount of damages and 
benefits which will attend each piece of prop- 
erty and make report to the court, One wem- 
ber of the commission is to bea civil en- 
gineer and the other a general real estate 
broker. Neither may be an employé of the 
municipality and both shall be disinter- 
ested, competent persons. The court fixes 
the fee for their services. The report of the 
Commissioners must set forth the value ot 
each piece of property, the owner, his resi- 
dence, the amount of damage, the amount of 
benefits, the extent of benefit to the munici- 
pality, the damages to be equitably pr por. 
tioned between all parties, but no parcel of 
land is to be assessed a greater amount than 
it will be benefited. Any land donated for 
streets shall be appraised by the Commission- 
ers and this will count to the credit of such 
property-owner. All sections of the bill in 
this respect provide for equitable treatment. 

After the report 1s in summons shall be is. 
sued returnabie in fifteen days aguinst all in- 
terested property-owners as defendants and 
ample provision is made for serving notice 
in due time for non-residents. A jury must 
be impaneled to pass upon the equity of as.

Provision for Pay ments, 


Another feature is the provision that pay- 
ments may be made in installments running 
seven years and paying 6 per cent interest. 
But special assessments for sewers, water 
mains, resérvoirs, and hydrants for fire pro- 
tection may be made payable in ten insta!!- 
ments. 

In defauit of payment of assessments the 
property may be sold and an interesting pro- 
vision is that the municipality may become a 
purchaser of the property so placed on the 
market. 

Ample provision is made for public bids 
for work. 

Owners of a majority of the frontage may 
make the improvements themselves if they 
signify their wish to do so within ten days 
after the award ofa contract. They may do 
it at the price at which the award is made. 
In case they do not so elect the contractor 
shall proceed with the work. If any com- 
plaint is madeof the work being done by a 
contractor a member of the Board of Local 
Improvements must make a personal inspec- 
tion. 

For the purpose of anticipating the collec- 
tion of installments, bonds bearing 6 per 
cent interest may be issued against them and 
the municipality may pay the contractor in 
such bonds. The bonds are also receivable in 
payment of assessments. The contractor 
must look for his pay out of the assessments. 
He secures no other lien against the munici- 
pality. Interest on the bonds is paid out of 
the assessments. 

The last important provision of the act 
provides for the payment of the expenses of 
the Board of Local Improvements from gen- 
eral funds. 

Payment of Expenses. 

It is as follows:

Sru Nr, III., Feb, 18.— There will be 
introduced simultaneously in the House and 
Senate tomorrow a measure that if passed 
will reorganize the city government of Chi- 
cago.: It was prepared by the Legislative 
committee of the Civic Federation and will 
be in charge of Representative Shanahan and 
Senator Anthony, both of Chicago. It will 
be known as the amended charter bill. 

By its provisions the city will be almost 
in the absolute control of the Mayor, 
instead of departments as they now exist. 
The Mayor will have a cabinet similar to that 
ot the President of the United States, to be 
known as the Board of Control. It does away 
with the election of the City Treasurer, and 
provides for the election of one Alderman 
from each ward foraterm of two years and 
twelve at large for a term of four years, the 
latter to be on the minority representation 
plan. The Board of Control will consist of a 
Controller, to be at the head of 
the Department of Finance; a Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, to be at the head of 
tne Department of Public Works; a Treas- 
urer, to be at the head of the Department of 
Public Funds and Disbursements; a Com- 
missioner of Public Safety, to be in charge of 
the Police, Fire; and Health Departments, 
and a Corporation Counsel, who will have 
charge of all legal business of the city. The 
office of City Attorney is abolished. The sal- 
ary of the Mayor is to be $10,000 and the 
heads of departments $8,000 a year. The 
salaries of Aldermen are to be $2,500 a yeur, 
and they will not be allowed to hold any other 
position.

HAS INVENTED A NEW ATR-BRAKE, 


Mechanic in the Northwestern Shops Has 
a New Appliance. 


There is an employé at the Chicago and 
Northwestern railway machine shops who 
has for the last year or two endeavored to in- 
vent an air-brake which shall surpass the 
Westinghouse, now used on most systems in 
the Union. He not only wishes to make this 
ait-brake a success, but desires to have it 
introduced by all railway companies, thereby 
verifying the statement of its capabilities and 
durabilities. The only difference between the 
Westinghouse and this air+brake lies in the 
economy of room its quicker action, 
For example, if there were an obstruction 
on the track about a quarter ot a mile ahead 
of a fast trnin, and the engineer wished to 
stop his train, a collision would be imminent 
if the Westinghouse were applied, it is said, 
but in the case of this new apparatus the fast 
train could be brought to a standstill within 
200 or 300 feet. u. also, this contrivance 
is said to have another advantage over the 
Westinghouse in that there are no chains used 
in applying the brake, There is une continu- 
ous pipe from the air tank to the respective 
vrakes, and there is positive protection 
against breakages. The inventor says he will 
try his new air-brake on one of the com- 
pany’s speciai trains, and if it proves success- 
iul he will part with it for no small payment 
of money.

J. H. M’VIOXER’S PROPSITION TO 
THE SOHOOL ROARD. | 


Belleviog the Valus loan Pat Upon the 
Madison Street Property Occupied by 
the Theater Company Far Too High He 
Is Willing to Turn Bufidinr and Lease 
Over to Any One Acceptable to the 
Roard for the Sum the Books Show the 
Improvements to Have Cast. 


J. H. MeVicker, President of the McVicker 
Theater company, believes the valuation put 
upon the land occupied by the theater by the 
Committee of the Board of Education far be- 
youd its real value. He is so thoroughly sat- 
isfied of this that he has made a proposition 
in writing to the Board of Education to give 
up the lease now held by the McVicker Thea- 
ter company tothe Board of Education or 
any one else acceptable to the bourd for the 
sum which the books will show the improve- 
ments to have cost. This proposition 1s in re- 
ply to an invitation from the special commit- 
tee of the board to Mr. McVicker to appear be- 
fore it and discuss tho revaluation. 

The McVicker Theater occupies eighty-one 
feet on Madison street, north front, and has 
a depth of 192 feet. Ia the printed list given 
out by the committee which has had in hand 
the revaluation of the school fund property 
no mention is made of this lease. The Mc- 
Vicker Theater company now paye a yearly 
rental of $14,666. The entire block, bounded 
by State, Madison, Dearborn, and Montee, is 
included in the school fund prop- 
erty and is held under 
leases. For the property immdiately 
east of the McVicker Theater, held under a 
lease by George Otis, the revalution places 
the value ut $11,000 a front foot. Across 
the street is the leasehold of Hannah & Hogg 
on which a new valuation of 88,000 a front 
foot has been placed. It is understood the 
coinmittee favors a valuation of $9,000 a 
front foot for the McVicker holding. At 
this rate the valuation of the McVicker lease 
would be $729,000 and the yearly rental, 
figured ona 6 per cent basis, $43,740, or 
nearly three times what it is under the pres- 
ent valuation. 

The special committee of the School Board 
held another meeting in the board rooms yes- 
terday afternoon to talk over the revaluation 
with lessees. The communication from Mr. 
McVicker was handed to Chairman Keane by 
Harry G. Sommers, Trensurer of the Me- 
Vicker Theater company. It was not read, 
however, and no mention was .made to the 
committee of its receipt. 


Letter of Mr. McVicker. 


‘Mr. MeVicker’s letter was as follows: 

Cuicaco, Feb. 18.—To the Board of Education 
of the City of .Chicago—Gentiemen: I should 
have been pleased to comply with your invitation 
of the 14th inst. to “ confer with the Committee 
on School Fund Property of the Board, relating 
to the lease held by the McVicker Theater com- 
pany, with a view of arriving at a fixed rental 
for the full term of the lease from May 8,” but 
the action of the committee in allowing to be 
published values on Block 142 has, I fear, ren- 
dered such conference futile. In the face of che 
figures your committee has made public it will 
be difficult to reach any equitable conclusion, as 
we shouid commence too far apart. 

Madison is a street for commercial purposes 
and can onlv be valued from that standpoint, if 
equity is desired. The rents of stores on the 
street have reached a maximum and in all prob- 
ability will decline during the next ten years; 
while office rents began to decline in 1894. and 
will continue to go down, as office buildings are 
erected faster than they can be fill with 
tenants. 

To vaiue land for commercial purposes there 
must. or should be, some rate of percentage per 
year for general increase until a maximum is 
reached, when speculative methods aro ignored, 
and there is nothing in the lease which even 
suggestively tends towards speculation. 

Th he valuation of 1880, when new leases were 
tendered, was admitted tobe, asa rule, about 
just. The valuation of 1885 was admitted by 
the lessér, in 1888. to be unjust, and a compro- 
mise Ney effected after years of expensive litiga- 
tion by both parties. Therefore the place to be- 
gin now to find afair cash value should be on the 
valuation of 1880, and for the fifteen years since 
then add an annual average increase on 
purely commercial property say of 5, 6. or 7 per 
cent per annum, as can be agreed upon by both 
parties, and this fifteen years’ increase added to 
the value fixed in 1880 will produce an equitable 
valuation on which to base a rental for the bal- 
ance of the term of the lease, as it must be ad- 
mitted that Madison strect has reached its cul- 
mination —— ut as to rentals, unless it is to be 
worked by mers, speculators, and promoters.

The inquest in the case of Dr. William 
Godfrey Dyas, who was struck and killed oy 
a Nickel-Plate passenger train atthe Sixty- 
ninth street crossing Sunday evening, was be- 
gun at his home yesterday and continued un- 
til Thursday aiternoon. Mrs. Jane G. Sage, 
No. 17 Fortieth street, a daughter of the 
dead man, was the only relative who testified. 
She described his career and at the conelu- 
sion of her testimony the inquest adjourned 
and reassembled in the Park Manor Railroad 
Station. Here the railroad company had a 
long array of witnesses. Eugineer Dugen of 
the Nickel-Piate train which killed Dr. Dyas 
said his train was running at the rate 
of ten miles an hour and that he 
the Lake Shore dummy train from 

which Dr. Dyas alighted about 400 yards 
east of the Sixty-ninth street crossing. He 
eaid owing to the storin that was raging at the 
time it was impossible to see more than 50 
feet ahead of his engine. re were no 
lights placed at the station as signals. E. H. 
Berlin, fireman on the same engine with 
Dugen, repeated the engineer’s story with 
little variation. C. Statts. a Nicke:-~Plate 
watchman, who found the body, 
said at the time of the accident there were no 
lights displayed as signals, neither were there 
any bells ringing in the tower to warn the 


passengers who alighted from the Lake Shore 
dummy train.

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TALKS OF TAXES. 


PRESIDENT BLAOKSTUNE OF THE 
ALTON MAKES HIS REPORT. 


Touches Briefly on the Strike and Icnores 
the Pooling Hill, but Argues That the 
Load of Tax, tion Is to Biame for Many 
of the [Tile That Railroad Business 
Suffers=The Report, on the Whole, 
More Favorable than Was Expected— 
Statement of Affairs. 


Of all the annual reports issued by railroad 
2ompanies none is looked forward to with 
more interest than that of the Chicago and 
Alton railroad company. The feature of spe- 
tial interest is President Blackstone's re- 
marks on the railroad situation. There is not 
a railroad President whose judgment is better 
or more unbiased. The annual report of the 
company for the year ending Dec. 31, 1894, 
issued yesterday, is no exception. 

Astothe Strike. 
He refers in few words to the great strike of 


last summer, saying: 

The strike of coal miners, which commenced 
April 21 and continued about three months; the 
beycott and strike of the American Railroad 
Union, which commenced June 26 and continued 
until nearly the end of July; and the unparalleled 
depression of all kinds of business throughout the 
entire year account for the great reduction in the 
traffic of this road. oS 

It is now from thirty to forty years since a ma- 
jority of the railroads of this country were con- 
stracted by and at the expense of corporations, to 
whom the several States had, by a covenant in 
their respective charters, or by general laws, 
granted the right tocharge and collect reason- 
able rates for transportation, and it is about 
8 years since such States, especially in 
the West, inaugurated the policy of reducing 
railway rates by the instrumentality of parallel 

en — for which there is not now, 
and never has been, a public necessity. 

The several States. by reason of having author- 
ized the construcuon of such lines, are morally 
responsibie fur conditions which have caused 
reasonable rates to be unattainabie. Many laws 
have been enacted by State Legislatures and A 4 
Congress during the last-named period whic 
provide for rules, regulations, and reduced rates, 
under which in combination with the subdivision 
of traffic which has naturally been caused by the 
construction of the parallel and compe roads 
above referred to, a large majority of estern 
roads bave been forced to bankruptcy, but as to 
such matters we presume you are fully advised. 

We think, however, your attention may not have 
been called to the burden of taxation which your 
company,as well as all other railroad companies, 
especially those in the West, has been compelled 
to bear during the last twenty years. In 1874 
your company paid State, county, and municipal 
taxes . to 10 per cent of its earnings applica- 
ble to dividends. In each subsequent year the 
ratio of taxes to earnings is larger. In 1804 

cent. and the total amount 
is $15,274.70 larger than 
State, county, and munici- 
pal 1894 must be added the 
income tax, which ig based on the earnings of 
that year, payabie in July next. The provisions 
of the several leases require your company to pay 
all Federal taxes imposed on your leased lines. 
These * increase the amount of the in- 
come tax which your company is required to pay 
toasum which is equal to 2.66 per cent of its 
net revenue, The amount of ail taxes for the 
year 1894 is equal to 18.42 per cent of all avail- 
able revenue, including that which is derived 
from the temporary investment of the surplus of 
the company. or 21.76 per cent of the available 
revenue from the traffic of the road. 
Taxes and Earnings. 

As to about three-fourths of the railroads in 
the United States, no comparison can be made 
between the amount of taxes and earnings availa- 
ble for dividends, for the reason that there are no 
such earnings. 

From statistics published by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission for the year ending June 
30, 1803, it appears that the owners of railroad 
stocks, to the amount of more than $2,859,3384,- 
572, or 61.24 per cent of all such stocks, re- 
ceived no dividends, and that owners of more 
than 649.276.999, or 10.93 per cent of all rail- 
road bonds, received no interest in that year. 
We learn from the same source that taxes 
amounting to $36,514,689 were paid by rail- 
roads, which sum is equal to 36.18 per cent of 
the amount of all dividends paid tw railroad 
shareholders in that year, which was a year of at 
least an average volume of business in all parts 
of the country. ] ; 

Taking into account the income tax since im- 
— and the great reduction of railroad earn- 

s since June 30, 1893, and especially in the 
calendar year 1894, in which the gross earnings 
of railroads were reduced about $125.000,000, 
which sum exceeds by nearly $25,000,000 th 
amount of all dividends paid to shareholders for 
the year end June 30, 1893, we think it safe 
to say that in 1894 the amount of taxes imposed 
upon railroad companies is equal to at least 50 
per cent of the total amount ofall dividends paid 


in that year. ‘ 
Truly our hydra-headed ruler exercises unlim- 
ited power over railways and appears insatiable. 


No reference whatever is made by President 
Blackstone to the attempts now being mude 
to legalize railroad pools. He is not an advo- 
cate of railroad pools and cares little whether 
the attempts fail. 


CHICAGO AND ALTON’S ANNOAL. 


Report Is More Favorable than Was Gen- 
erally Expected. 

The annual report of the Chicago and Al- 
ton railroad company for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1894, is not us unfavorabie as was 
expected, although the decrease in net earn- 
ings amounts in round figures to a quarter of 
a million dollars. The total mileage of the 
road atthe end of the year was 1,183.43. 
No addition has been made to the first, sec- 
ond, third, and fourth main tracks and only 
1.8 miles was added to the side tracks. At 
forty-three points on the main line the road 
is crossed at grade by other roads. Inter- 
locking plants have been provided for at all 
of the draw bridges. The total capital stock 
ot the company (stocks, bonds, and other ob- 
ligations) is $35,492,150. The capitaliza- 
tion including all obligations assured by the 
company is less than 60 per cent of the 
actual cost of the property in its present im- 
proved condition. A dividend of 8 per cent 
is, therefore, equivalent of about 4% per 
cent upon such number of shares as would, 


together with the funded debt, represent the 


astual cost of the property.

Rio Grande’s Defection May Seriously Af- 
fect the New Agreement. 1 
Chairman Caldwell of the Western Pas- 
senger Association returned from Denver 
yesterday, He was somewhat discouraged 
over the failure of the General Manager of the 
Rio Grande Western to sanction the agree- 
ment made with the General Passenger Agent 
of that road, but did not think it would pre- 
vent the successful completion of the plan of 
reorganization of Western passenger organiza- 
tions.

Engineer George W. Dorr gave his figures 
for the completion of Humboldt, Garfield, 
and Douglas Parks, Humboldt boulevard to 
Lincoln Park, Southwest boulevard to the 
boulevards of the South Park system, Doug- 
las boulevard, and the Ogden avenue viaduct 
as $1,892,000, 

Commissioner Oliver then introduced the 
resolution as follows:

Resolved, That this board hereby urges the 
passage of an act by the General Assembiy giving 
the corporate authorities of the Town of West 
Chicago authority to issue twenty-year bonds to 
the extent of $900,000 for the completion of 
the park and boulevard system of the West Side 
as contemplated; and be it further 

Res. ived, That a copy of the engineer’s esti- 
mates and this resolution be mailed to the Sen- 
ators and Representatives from Cock County. 

The resolution was passed,

MAY CHARGE FOR UsE OF BALL GROUNDS, 


Lincoln Park Board te Consider a Plau for 
the Gener:l Pab! c. 

Tennis players and baseball nines may here- 
after be required to pay 25 cents for the priv- 
ilege of enjoying the sports in Lincoln Park. 
Heretofure it has been the custom for the 
Superintendent of the park to issue permits 
to such as desire the use of the grounds at any 
time free of charge. The practice, according 
to Secretary Weber, has become a nuisance, 
as many persons, On account of the cheap- 
ness of the privilege, are careless and request 
the issuing of permits when they have no def. 
in.te intention of making use of them. Thus 
the grounds devoted to these sports are often 
idle while many are anxious to enjoy the use 
of them. Last summer, it is said, they were 
almost monopolized by school boys. Action 
on this question was deferred by the Lincoln 
Park Board yesterday until the next regular 
meeting. 

The attorney reported that the city had 
prayed an appeal from the recent decision 
whereby the park is made the owner of the 
riparian rights along the lake shore adjoining 
its territory. The prayer was entered Satur- 
day, but as the necessary bonds had not beer 
filed the attorney did not see by what author- 
ity the city persisted in making use of the 
submerged lands in the vicinity of the Water- 
Works as a dumping ground. He declared 
that owing to the absence of the bond the late 
decision remained in force. Commissioner 
Cooper Was appointed a committee of one to 
apprise the Mayor of the trespass which is 
being committed by the city and arrange witb 
him to have the encroachment stopped.

PRODUOTION IN ELGIN DISTRIOT. 


Increase Shown in Batter and a Decrease 
in Cheese=The Figures. 


Every, III., Feb. 18.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. The tweuty-third annual statistical re- 
port of the Elgin Dairy Board of Trade was 
given out today, showing the production of 
butter and cheese for the year 1804 in the 
„ Elgin district.“ A comparison of the 
figures tor 1894 and for the previous year 
reveals an increase in round numbers of 
1,500,000 pounds in the production of but- 
ter and a decrease in cheese production of 
about 500,000 pounds. The totals. 32.- 
550.290 pounds butter and 65,735,029 
pounus cheese lor 1894, do not represent tne 
total milk producing capacity of the E gin 
distr.ct. Between fifty and seventy-five miil- 
ion pounds of milk or cream are annually 
shipped to Chicage and other markets, and in 
the vicinity of 7,000,000 pounds of product, 
mostly butter, are manufactured in factories 
not represented in this bearu. The following 
figures are self-explanatory: 

Cash in vo vod in transactions of 1894 for but- 
ter was $7.128.513 and for cheese $451,633, a 
total of $7,580,147. The total production for 
twenty-three years in batter was 245,945,391 
pounds and for cheese 186,160,474 pounds, a 
tota, of 382,045 865 pounds. The average price 
for butter in 1898 was 26 cents and for 1894 
21 9-10 cents; cheese in 1893 9 cents and 1894 
7% conts. Average price for twenty-three years: 
Butter, 28 8-5 cents; cheese, 8 23-100 cents.

$72.147,741. Number of factories represented 
on the board, 855; number of members, 202;

TOO MUOH MONEY IN SIGHT FOR 
YERKES IN OHIOAGO TO LEAVE, 


Close Friends of the Street Railway Mag- 
nate Do Not Believe He Will Establish 
a Residence in New York on His Re- 
tarn from Europe=—Thet He win uit. 
mutely Move Is Net Questioned, but 
Not with the Profits That Caa Be Made 
in the Lake City Now. 


“If Charles T. Yerkes is hereafter to re- 
turn to Chicago ouly at intervais, and then 
not stay long, it is because he does not want 
toreap the promise of larg profits in the 
next few years. He isn’t the man to decline 
‘them, and to accomplish them will require 
close attention. He will move to New York 
ultimately, but he will do business here and 
be a resident here for some time to come.“ 

Tais is What a man who is intimate with the 
North Side magnate said yesterday by way 
of comment on the story that Mr. Yerkes on 
his return from Europe would spend little time 
in Chicago. It is now five years since Mr. 
Yerkes signified his intention to some day re- 
move to Manhattan Island. At that time he 
finished the erection of a costly mausoleum 
in Greenwood Cemetery, and gave it out 
that he was to occupy it when 
he reached the point where cable 
lines do not trouble. A year or two later he 
began the erection of a palace in Fifth ave- 
nue. It is finished now and nearly ready to 
move into, and cost, so itis said, $2,000,000. 
His beautiful collection of pictures and works 
of artin his Michigan avenue residence are, 
it is said, being packed for transportation to 
the new house. He will close the ola one for 
good when he returns from Europe this time. 
This was the story yesterday, But he won't, 
eay men who are as close in his confidence as 
anybody. There is too much money in sight 
here, they say. 

In 1885 Mr. Yerkes was domg a grain and 
stock commission business on the Board of 
Trade. It was nota large business and he 
was not considered a tinuncial heavy weight. 
It was told of him that he one day inforined 
a friend of h.s inability to fiil a large order 
in an active market. His customer was rich 
and would have resented a call tor margins. 
Yerkes wou d have been cal.ed duwn sharply 
and it wus said his availaule cash was only a 
few thou-and do- ars. A year followmg Mr. 
Yerkes had stepped in. after the faiiure of 
several lucal men to accomplish anything, 
and had with Elkins and Widener of Phiiadei- 
phia secured control of the North Chicago 
City runway and had its grand scheme of re- 
Organization well under way. How 
that scheme resulted, how the West 
Side schemes and the gas deals 
which foilowed it resulted, have 
been described with so much detail, together 
with numerous accounts of Mr. Yerkes’ opera- 
tions in many other directions, that every Chi- 
cagoan must be pretty familiar with it aii. 
The **then’’ commission man of 1885 in the 
year 1895 is a muiti-millionaire. A onancial 
man, wno is in the best position to know what 
he is ta king avout, estimates Mr. Yerkes’ 
weaith at between $5,000,000 and $7,000,- 
000, and says this us a most con-ervative 
estimate. The figure is piaced at $10,000,- 
000 by others. It practically ail came trom 
the manipulation of transportation den s. Mr. 
Yerkes is said io have told a friend that last 
yeer he made more money than ever before 
inasingle year. According to those who are 
in an excelient pusition to know, the amount 
of money in sight is still tempting and if 
realized may justify another buast such as he 
is -aid to have made, 

“In Tue Trrpune recently Yerkes’ opera- 
tions in the suburban raiiway lines were twid 
about, said one of these men. The finan- 
c.al public understands something of the op- 
portunity there is in the elevated roads. One 
of them is insolvent and another is not earn- 
ing its interest. The key to the down-town 
loop, which wiil help both out and which is 
necessary to the third, as well a- the elevated 
road to be built on the North Side, are both 
heid by Yerkes. There is too much more 
money in sight for a man who 
has made a huge pile easily to turn his back 
to it. Mr. Ye:kes instead of diminishing his 
interests in Chicago is increasmg them. He 
bas given no indication of dropping any. 
is advised constantiy by cable when in 
Europe and has a number of agents here who 
carry out his instructions. His family wi:l 
occupy the house in New York, but he will be 
a citizen of Chicago just the same fora long 
time and will spend a great deal of his time 
here and continue a factor in finances, 


THEY DON’T SEEM TO GET TOGETHER. 


Factions in Lake Street .“ Interests 
Have Not Met for Reorganization. 

No great progress appears to have been 
mude yesterday by the interests which are at 
work on a reorganization plan for the Lake 
street L.“ The meeting which was expect- 
ed to take place between the bondholders’ 
committee and the representatives of the 
Yert:es stockholders was not held.

AIS WACHTER HELPS THE OAUSE 
OF HARRY HAYWARD. 


fhe Was Stenographer for Blixt’s Attorney 
and Claims Blixt in Another Confes- 
sion Charged Adry with Being the In- 
stigator of the Murder of Catherine 
Ging=She Is Not Shaken on Cross- 
Examination and Puts the Prisoner in 
Good Humor General Northwest News. 


Minweapouis, Minn., Feb. 18.— How does 
it look now, old man?” asked Harry Hayward 
after court adjourned this afternoon, as he 
slapped a friend on the back and laughed 
heartily. He was ina good humor. It had 
After four long 
weeks of trial the defense had at last made a 
mark, and everybody at the left side of that 
long table from W. W, Erwin to the office boy 
was happy and smiled ina satisfied manner. 
For the first time since the trial began Mr. 
Nye knit his brows and Mr. Hall changed his 
face from that pleased expression to a tired 


look. 

Maggie Wachter, the star witness for the 
defense, the large featured stenographer, 
fully came up to the expectations of Mr. 
Erwin in her testimony. She was voluble, 
positive, and could not be shaken by cross- 
examination. She called Blixt a liar. O' Dell 
aschemer to make money out of the county, 
and Assistant County-Attorney Hall a bull- 
dozer and intimidator of women, Miss 
Wachter is the stenographer of Blixt's attor- 
ney, who was to testify that Blixt had stated 
to his attorney in her presence that it was 
with Adry Hayward, and not with Harry, that 
he had conépired to murder Miss Ging. The 
court d that it was a communication 
between client and attorney and was there- 
fore inadmisaible. 

There was something startling in connection 
with the testimony. Mrs. W Hay ward, 
the mother of both boys, came into court to 
hear her elder son again accused of the crime 
from the lips of the woman who was to im- 
peach the testimony of Blixt. She took it 
calmly, although there was a look of satisfac- 
tion upon ber face as she heard the witness 
testify and heard how Mr. Nye failed to shake 
her. Harry was jubilant, but controlled him- 
self; yet often he would burst out into uncou- 
troliable laughter as Miss Wachter would 
‘make an unusually savage thrust at Mr. 
©’ Dell or Mr. Hall. 

After court adjourned Mr. Hal! stated that 
there was not a word of truth in what she had 
stated about him. In her evidence she said 
tLat Hall had called on ber and attacked her 
character ina most abusive and scandalous 
manner. 

“Why, our meeting was most pleasant,“ 
said Mr. Hall. She was smiling all the time, 
and when I left she apologized because her 
sister had not opened che door sooner for 
me., Do they think Iam a fool to talk in the 
way she days to a woman?“ 

or the sake of impeachment Mr. Hall 
asked the witness if she had not told John A. 
Olson that if he would go to the defense and 
tell them he knew something about the mur- 
der case he could make plenty of money. She 
denied it flatly. She was asked if she did not 
threaten Mr. ©’ Dell to make it hot for him, 
and if she did not say she had been offered 
money for Blixt's statement. She was also 
asked if she did nottell Olson that she knew 
something about the case, for ©’Dell said 
somethi just as they were going out of 
Blixt’s cell. She denied all this flatly. 

The other witneeses of the day were unim- 
portant. F. W. Goldstone corroborated other 
witnesses us to the time when Harry left 
Fisher’s cigar store and Willis B. Brown, 
usher at the Grand Opera-House, stated that 
he saw Harry at the theater at 8:18 o’clock 
the night of Dec. 3. Henry Goosman brought 
his livery register to show when Miss Ging 
hired rigs at the baru and stated that when 
she hired *‘ Lucy she said the horse she had 
Saturday made her arm lame from pulling so 
hard. Gilbert, the barn man, who was at the 
stable when the rig came home the night of 
the murder, stated that the lines were flung 
loosely over the dashboard, and both stated 
that the buggy was a hard riding one, the lat- 
ter question being to impeach Blixt, who said 
it rode easy. | 

Edward Goodsell will be on the stand again 
tomorrow morning and will be followed by 
W. W. Hayward and the mother of the boys, 
then by Dr. Hayward. In the afternoon the 
whole time will be taken up in the reading of 
the depositions from [Illinois relative to the 
insanity existing in the family. It is volum- 
inous and will take some time to submit to 
the court. 

Thomas Waterman was called to testify as 
to Harry Hayward’s movements Dec. 3, the 
day of the murder. He contradicted Adry 
Hayward in several important particulers.as 
totime. Three boarders at Harry Hayward’s 
boarding place testified that he was in the 
dining-room as late as 7:10 that evening, 
which brin him dangerously close to the 
time when 383 Uson claims to have 
seen him driving with Mise Ging half a mile 
away. The defense expects to establish a 
complete alibi for the defendant from 1 until 
10:30 p. m. the day of the murder. :

Manufacturers Combining Agaiust Bills 
in Wisconsin Legistature.

In 
regard to the insurauce legislation , the cir- 
cular states that the measures, while ostensi- 
bly for the benefit of the insured, are really 
in the interest of the companies, and that 
under the fostering care of legislation of this 
kind the insurance business in Wisconsin is 
being controlled by the greatest monopoly in 
the history of this country,

KOETTING’SLAWYER WANTS HIS PAY 


Creates a Sensation by Demanding a Set- 
tlement Before He Goes Further. 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., Feb. 18.--[Special, }— 
The John B. Koetting case has been so full of 
sensation ever since the South Side Savings 
Bank, of which he was cashier, closed its 
doors two years ago that it was thought al- 
most impossible for it to produce another. 
When it was called for trial today the court- 
room was crowded with spectators who hissed 
and jeered at the principal until the court 
checked them. W. C. Williams, the attorney 
for Mr. Koetting, created the new sensation 
by refusing to go on with the case until he 
has been paid for the work he has put in dur- 
ing the last year anda half.

advised by my elient. This created a sensa- 
tion, and, after some questioning by the court, 
he said: Iwill go no turther with this case un- 
til my client has madea settlement, but I also 
wish it distinctly understood that my action 
is not desertion of Mr. Koetjing merely be- 
cause he has not paid me. I certainly do not 
purpose to be put in a wrong light before the 
community in reference to this case. For 
more than a year and a half I have given as 
good service as any human being could give 
in Mr. Koetting’s interest, and it is time that 
I know how I stand and when I am going to 

et paid. This is not a revelation to Mr. 

oetting. For more than six weeks he has 
known of my position. Itis not a question 
of how much my services are worth. The 
amount of compensation was fully agreed 
upon beforehand. I announce to the court 
that I do not desert Mr. Koetting, but simply 
stand upon my rights, and I do not purpose 
to go ahead or withdraw from the case until 
there has first been a settlement in some way, 
and furthermore I will see that no other law- 
yer takes hold of the matter.“ 

Mr. Koetting denied breaking faith with 
his attorney. The court gave him until 
Thursday to fix the matter up, when the case, 
will come to trial. It is understood Lawyer 
Williams’ bill for defending Mr. Koettmg is

Reports were read by President Luscomb, 
the Treasurer, Secretary, Chairman of the 
Racing Board, Rights and Privileges comuit- 
tee, Transportation, Auditing, Road Improve- 
ment,and Membership committees, Presi- 
dent Luscomb dealt with the progress of the 
league, and. while not being able to an- 
no unce any increase in membership, declared 
thata debt of $8,543 of a year ago had 
been reduced to $2,315 during his term. Mr. 
Luscomb urged the reduction of the Secre. 
tary’s salary to $2,000 per annum. An im- 
portant suggestion in the President’s report 
was the proposal for the league to hold two 
annual national meets, one in the West and 
one in the East, in the summer and fali re- 
2 and to replace these meets ander 
the charge of the Executive committee. 

The Secretary’s report disclosed a loss of 
10,839 members last year. 

The Treasurer’s report showed that the 
league’s finances were at a lowebb. The re- 
port of the Audit committee condemned 
the lax business methods and objected to the 
President and Secgetary paying their ex- 
penses out of money on hand. 


Report of Racing Board. 


The report of the Racing Board approved 
the classification system. st year 250 men 
had been plaeed in Class B and 232 suspend- 
ed. The Racing Board wants to charge a fee 
for sanctions and have official referees cre- 
ated. The fee for sanctiors, if the amendment 
passes, will realize from $10 for national 
circuit races to $2 for local meets and $1 for 
second day races.

Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 18.—Last week's 
Freeman’s Journal of New York gave out 
editorially that Bishop McQuaid of Rochester 
had been reprimanded by Pape Leo XIII. for 
the attack made from the pulpit of his cathe- 
dral on Archbishop Ireland, and that notice 
of the reprimand had been conveyed by the 
Pope’s order through Cardinal Ledochowski 
to Archbishop Corrigan,’ who is Bishop 
McQuaid’s metropolitan.

tempt proceedings. He heard the answer 
made by the President of the whisky trust, 
listened to the arguments of the attorneys, 
asked a good many pertinent questions, and 
finally took the case under advisement, an- 
nouncing he would call ths parties together 
when he was ready to announce his decision. 
In a private conversation with counsel the 
court said he had another source of informa- 
tion which was proving somewhat valuable. 

Before Judge Grosscup announces his de- 
cision it is probable a considerable amount 
of light will be.thrown on some of the pe- 
culiar transactions of the trust. Chairman 
Hartshorne of the Stockholders’ committee 
went to Peoria last night; where today he 
will be presented with the report of the ex- 
pert who has been busy on the books of the 
company for the last week. On the charac- 
ter of this report will depend the immediate 
action of the committee. It is expected that 
before the end Of the week the application for 
a new charter will be made in the State of 
New Jersey. 

In the hearmg yesterday Edwin Walker ap- 
peared for Mr. Greenhut and Thomas A. 
Moran, Levy Mayer, and Julian A. Mack 
against him. At the opening of the court Mr. 
Walker read the answer of Greenhut, which, 
in brief, was: 

After the circular of the Board of Directors 
was sent out to the stockholders in December 
last there was some effort ou the part of the 
stockholders to throw the trust into the courts. 
Jan. 26 Greenhut was requested to come to 
Chicago by the attorney of the trust, John 8. 
Stevens, and was then informed that Olm- 
stead had instructed his attorneys, Runnelis 
and Burrg, to file an application for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. At the suggestion 
of his attorney he agreed to the movement, 
and after the attorneys had gone to Judge 
Grosscup’s residence and secured the appoint- 
ment of the receivers he was, notified that he 
had been selected as one of them. 

Permission fer Use of Other Names. 

He was also informed by Mr. Stevens that 
it would be advisable, though not material, 
to secure some other stockholders to join in 
the petition. He was asked if he knew of any 
such stockholders of record who could be in- 
duced to lend their names te the bill. He 
thought the firm of Goodhart & Co. of New 
York might furnish such names. He wired 
the firm to be at the telephone at 9 o'clock 
tne next morni Defendant was in the 
Chicago office of Goodhart & Co. at the time 
set and had a conversation with A. E. Gooa- 


hart in New York. Under an injunction of 


secrecy he informed Mr. Geodhart of the ap- 
pointment of the receivers the night before 
and requested him to furnish him with the 
names of stockholders of record who would 
join in the proceedings. He suggested 
Charies J. Heinsheimer was of record. r. 
Goodhart said he would send to the Central 
Trust company and ascertain if there was any 
stock held of record in the names of any of 
his people. He sent for M. Heinsheimer, and 
later in the morning informed him that there 
were 6.600 shares in the name of Heinsheim- 
er and 600 shares in the name of Wormser. 

Mr. Goodhart added the stock was not heid 
by the men, that it was constantly passing 
through the office in the regular brokerage 
way. Defendant informed him it was not 
necessary that the stock be owned, if the 
parties were of record that would be suf- 
ticient. Mr. Goodhart agreed to the use of 
the names and later telegraphed the resi- 
dence address of the two men and the names 
were inserted in the bill. 

Later in the day Mr. Burry informed him 
it would be necessary to secure a formal let- 
ter frem the two men authorizing the use of 
their names arid have the same directed to 
Runnells and Burry. Defendant again called 
up the firm by telephone and suggested the 
form of the letter. Then for the first time 
he encountered opposition to the use of the 
names or rather to the signing of such a let- 
ter. Mr. Goodhart informed him when the 
matter became known there might be trouble 
to the firm on the Stock Exchange for per. 
mitting the use of the names of their em- 
ployés to the bill, and refused to write the 
letter of authority. The next day the firm 
sent a telegram demanding that the names of 
the two complainants be withdrawn from the 
bill. He again held a conversation over 
the telephone with Mr. Albert Goodhart, who 
insisted the names be withdrawn, as the firm 
was in danger of getting into treuble on the 
exchange through its action, 

Coatradicts Goodhart’s Statement. 


Defendant admits the truth of the affidavit 
fiied by Heinsheimer and Wormser that he 
had nut received their permission te use their 
names.

Mayer com- 
pared Greenhut’s answer with Goodhart’s 
answer and charged Greenhut had failed to 
prove to the satisfaction of counsel that his 
version of the telephone correspondence was 
true, 

Question of Greenhut’s Contempt. 


The Judge then said the issué narrowed 
down to the view the court took of the God 
hurt affidavit as to whether Greenhut was 
guilty of contempt. Mr. Walker then dis- 
cussed the two affidavits and insisted Green- 
hut hud purged himself of all contempt. He 
said he would go farther. The court could 
not cite Mr. Greenhut for contempt.

He was 
neither a vomplainant nor defendant to the 
proceedings in chief. charge of con- 
tempt was brought by attorneys representing 
the stockholders’ committee, which commit- 
tee was not in any wise in court, and clearly 
there was no contempt of the court.

DEATH OF MRS. HANNAH L. LOOK. 


Had Lived in Chicage Over Fifty Tears 
Active in Church Work. 

Mrs. Hannah L. Lock died at her home, No. 
1418 Michigan avenue, Sunday morning, 
having reached the age of 84 years and 10 
months. Mrs. Lock was married to William 
Lock in 1835. In 1841 they came to Chi- 
cago from Philadelphia, where they were both 
born, and lived at Dearborn and Randolph 
streets, the site of the Borden Block. Mr.
